I finally received my 2nd supply of the ME 1000 E tokens, and all who ordered 
them should have them by now. If you ordered and still have not received the token 
please let me know. I have 9 of them left, and that's the end of them. 

On the front page of the November issue we mentioned a 38mm white plastic 
inscribed M/V $1.00 MOUNT KATAHDIN. Winford Nowell reminds me that there is 
a Motor Vessel called the Katahdin that operates on Moosehead Lake in Maine. The 
token may have something to do with the boat, perhaps to buy something on the 
cruise. Stay tuned. The token does look modern. 

Robert Williams reports a nice 29mm old aluminum token inscribed L, 
RICHARDSON / LOUISVILLE, ILL. // GOOD FOR / ONE / FARE. This appears to 
be an old hack token. 

Last month we reported that the long lost 5? B.F. 6 P.C. token once listed 
for Broad Ford, PA, but since deleted, had turned up. I've examined the picture 
of the token on a print-out from e-bay, and if you look at it one way it looks to 
be a 3, turn it another way it's like a 5. I want to see a good rubbing before we 
list it, and in any event we don't know where those tokens were actually used. 

Sid White writes "CO 690 B was made to sell for souvenirs, and has no catalog 
value. What do 1 do with one that is bronze and is dated 1983? I would guess that 
they made these every year to sell for souvenirs, but have not shown up in our 
listings. Now what do we do?" Good question. To what extent were these tokens 
actually used for rides? Can someone help us out? 

D.F. Burnette of Newport, NC, sends a WM 20mm token inscribed in ^.incuse 
letters simply "DH" inside a circle, on both sides. Party he got it from said it 
had been used as a bus token. I'm always skeptical about stories like this, ever 
since someone in Minneapolis tried to pass aff a bottle deposit token as a bus token. 
But anything is possible. 
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Lookjng over tokens I've acquired in the past couple years I am struck by how 
many different plastic tokens have been issued by Heartland Express of Minnesota. 
It seems as though every rural bus line in Minnesota is called Heartland Express. 
I assume they are all subsidized by the State. I'd like to see a complete listing, 
in one place, of all the Heartland Express tokens. Most of them have a common logo 
that looks like "people in bus windows." 

At our Coeur d'Alene Convention last August, David Cox showed me a token 
like NY 875 D, but apparently made of some dull grey metal like steel, except that 
it is not steel. We thought it was an unlisted metal. Well, just now I filed well into 
the token, and there is bronze, deep underneath the thick plating. Turns out that 
what we have is the rare NY 875 AA. Sometimes those platings are really thick, 
and that can throw you off. 

William H. Hoover (8205 Vinings CV - Arlington, TN 38002-4771) is doing re- 
search of the streetcars of Memphis, and would like to hear from any member who 
has old photos, or information about early Memphis streetcars. 

Recently sold in e-bay for a hefty sum is an old ferry token from Metropolis, 
IL, which is listed in this month's catalogue supplement. I am putting photos, taken 
off the internet, below and hope they come out. Token is aluminum 26mm.

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The Bridge Toll Token of Terrebonne

From three trips that I made to Terrebonne, Quebec, the results of my invest- 
igations were not the height of my expectations. The first trip I made took me 
to the City Hall to find the records service, to ask if they had any documentation 
concerning the toll tokens of the old bridge. They replied that they had nothing 
on this subject and suggested that I visit the library, which is where the municipal 
archives are kept. Unfortunately I found nothing on the subject of the token or 
trickets concerning the tolls. On the other hand I found lots of information on 
the tariff structure, the annual revenues for the bridge from 1907 to 1965. A little 
disappointed to find nothing on the dates of issue, or of the quantity issued, or 
the period of utilisation of the token. Seeing my dejection the librarian referred 
me to Mr. Aime Despatis, a professional journalist. Editor of Revue de Terre- 
bonne , a member of the Historical Society of Terrebonne, the leading person in the 
historical world of Terrebonne. The librarian told me that if Mr. Despatis couldn't 
answer my questions then no one could. A flame of hope flared in my heart. 

When I met Mr. Despatis at the newspaper office, the first thing that I had 
to do was show him an example of my token, and ask if he knew of their existence. 
He s«dd Yes, and that many years ago an employee of the CPR [Canadian Pacific 
Railway] had shown him one at the Windsor Station in Montreal. He told me that 
I was of very few people who possessed such a token. 1 eagerly reassured him, 
saying that I knew another person who had an example and that surely other collec- 
tors could have them in their collections and that it was possible that others might 
be found in a drawer, or in old envelopes, or boxes of family memorabilia. 

Mr. Despatis said that the token had probably been in use from the opening 
of the bridge in 1907, but was unaware of how long it had been used. The token 
was used exclusively by the residents of the Town of Terrebonne because it repres- 
ented a reduced toll. One could only obtain them at the City Hall of the Town of 
Terrebonne, proving that one was a resident of the Town, To me this seems inef- 
ficient. Mr. Despatis told me that he did not understand the reason the municipcil 
archives had nothing that mentioned the token. Was it possible that the documents 
were destroyed in the Great Fire of 1922, as well as the tokens? That would explain 
the great difficulty in finding the tokens today. It was an enigma that I could not 
clear up during the three days of my enquiry. I knew that the token was rare. 
Now I was more convinced of that. 

On another visit I had searched the area of Old Terrebonne to discover some- 
thing, either tokens or information, but unfortunately found nothing. It must be 
said that it'.s not obvious to find news of events which are nearly a century old. 
It is necessary to meet pe9ple who have a sense of history for the information that 
has been passed from one generation to the next. The majority of the people I 
met were totally unaware of the existence of such a token, but many that remember 
the pasteboard tickets in various colours which were used on the bridge. It is 
necessary to speak of the use of the tickets in the 1930' s which were more often 
remembered.

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These tickets were used exiusively by the residents of the Town of 
Terrebonne, and it was necessary to obtain them at the City Hall there. The sole 
thing that I was able to pluck at Terrebonne was a small quantity of the tickets, 
which themselves are not easy to find. I bought them from a collector. 

This has led me to conclude that this token is not only rare, but it is 
Extremely Rare. If you compare it with the Bout de I'lsle tokens of Montreal [QC 
620 A-L] which are considered rare but which you can always find in auctions even 
those of little importance. What can we say about the Terrebonne token? I have 
been in the field of numismatics for more than 40 years and I have never seen one 
offered at auction or in a coin dealer's stock. Following my meeting with Mr. 
Despatis he put an announcement in ^ Revue de Terrebonne about the token, but 
no one has turned up with a token, and it has been more than four weeks. 

Now there is no doubt in my mind about the degree of rarity of this piece. 
I am convinced that very few collectors have a specimen in their collection. Finally, 
to prove my hypothesis I would like to sound out the collectors of North American 
tokens, especially those vecturists who are members of the American Vecturist 
Association, the most important association of transportation token collectors. I 
appeal for your collaboration and cooperation. If you possess this token, QC 900 
A, would you please send me a postcard confirming that. It is not necessary to 
identify yourself. I would like to thank you in advance for your assistance. 

It is understood that such a survey is not scientific but taking into account 
those who will not respond and the percentage of tokens probably tucked away in 
the bottoms of drawers we shall have a better idea of their rarity. In the months 
following I shall endeavor to provide the results. In closing, we hope that this 
article on my search for information about this token has been of interest.

Bill Sowell noted the Metropolis, IL, ferry token on a recent e-bay auction. 
He was not the high bidder, so the new owner is unknown at this time. Metropolis 
is slightly down the Ohio River from Paducah, KY. A local history notes that a ferry 

began in the early 1840's and was still going in 1916, which probably comes close 

to dating the token, per its die work. 

The Rock County Heartland Express of Luverne, MN, could not sell our N.I.S. 
specimens of 480 A until the reordered a new supply of tokens. They did, and now 
we have two separate listings. 

The first new tokens from the Missoula carousel for 2001 have been issued. 
This is a continuing series that after that after the first one we listed, names and 
illustrates a different carousel horse. The New Issues Service will handle them. 

The Scholaire County Public Transportation of Cobleskill, NY 139 A listing, 
is a full fare token per the local authority. N.I.S. will handle it, thanks to Bill 
Garrison. 

Several have questioned how we list an obverse inscription of a token, be it 
a TT or CWT. In most cases the name of the operation is listed first, even though 

it Is not at the top of the token. We try to list the verbiage in a natural flow so 

the inscription makes some sense. If we did otherwise the Token Identifier in the 
back of each catalogue would be chaotic. 

A new catalogue is close 
to a cut-off date. Please lend me specimens, as many modern issues are borderline 
brass or light bronze.

Have to catch up because between now and the 
end of June we have three more issues to produce. Send me something interesting 
to publish. 

The 51st Annual Convention of the American Vecturist Association will be held 
»;hf?re it waa, held fifty yearf^ ago for the first of our annual conventions: Kansas 
City. In this case, just outside of town. The Convention Hotel will be the Wyndham 
Carden Hotel in Overland Park, Kansas. Location: 1-435 & U.S. 169, exit 79. Phone 
913-383-2550. Joel visited several hotels in the Kansas City area, and said this one 
was by far the best and Ideally suited for our purpose. Room rate will be $84 single 
or double, which includes full breakfast. The Convention will be held Thursday thru 
Sunday, August 9,10,11,12. More details later, 

Ted Meyers has produced a beautiful five-year Supplement to the 5th edition 
of the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue. This 92-page saddle-stitched booklet contains all 
listings from Fare Box supplements from January 1996 thru and including December 
2000. My local printer was so expensive i was going to omit issuing the supplement 
booklet this year. Last year Louis Crawford did a nice Job of producing a briefer 
version, omitting corrections. But this year Ted found an inexpensive printer up 
in Vermont who printed them for us reasonably. I had only 200 printed, and the 
cost to you (including postage which comes to 97C apiece first class) is only $4.00. 
This also includes a full token identifier for all tokens listed since the 5th edition, 
without which one is hard pressed to find locations for lots of the new issues. It 
is not punched for 3-hole, though, as that would have added $1 to the cost. You 
can have it done at any local letter shop. Send your order now, directly to the Edi- 
tor in Boston. Only $4 each postpaid. 

One of my former students, now a screenwriter In Hollywood, just sold a screen- 
play and to celebrate he presented me with an IBM Thinkpad laptop computer. I 
would never have got one otherwise I don't think. Anyway I am slowly figuring out 
how to use the thing. I now have an e-mail address: snowyowl1501@earthrmk.com 
If you use e-mail to me be sure to identify yourself by name as otherwise I won't 
open it. ("Snowy Owl" was my stamp S coin company when I was 12; "1501" is my 
street address on Beacon Street. Hope to hear from lots of you. 
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In a conversation with one of my students I learned that his father is a taxicab 
dispatcher at Logan Airport here in Boston. So I asked him to inquire of his father 
if he was aware of the 25mm taxi tokens which I knew had been briefly used there. 
Hal Ford and I, when we learned of the larger token (otherwise just like MA 115 AP) , 
tried vainly to obtain any of them. Well, my student a few days later presented me 
with two of the larger tokeni It is listed this month. Seems they were used briefly 
about three years back, and then for some reason returned to AP. They must have 
lots of the new 115 AQ out there somewhere, and eventually they will probably be 
available, or get used again. But for now, the token is atout census-5. I've had 
good luck obtaining tokens from my students. One girl from Cali, Colombia, gave 
me a beautiful bus token now in use there. A boy from Slovenia gave me three plas- 
tic bus tokens used there. A student from Istanbul gave me some ferry tokens from 
his home town. 

I mentioned in an early issue about a white metal token from Bridgeport, CT, 
that is otherwise just like CT 35 O. Ed Wadhams sent me one but knew nothing about 
it. I called the authority in Bridgeport and learned the new WM token is used along 
side the brass 35 O, interchangeably. They said they would be willing to sell us 
200 of them for our New Issues Service, so I am in process of getting them. ' 

Hal Ford recently picked up a new issue from Monterrey, Mexico: 

METRO /MEIROBUS (IN LOGO) / 2001 /MONTERREY, N.L., MEXICO 
B 25 Sd Bus/hn ("BUS" is in large letters that fill the whole planchet) 

This token is exactly like one we reported earlier, but which had the date 1999 on 
it. I wonder if there is also one for 2000.

I looked up Numero Uno Shuttle on the internet and connected immediately. Phoned 
them at their office in Calexico, CA, and learned that the token is theirs, but has 
not yet been put into use. They are phasing out the paper tickets. When they get 
into use, I am hoping we can get a supply. It will be a $1.00 fare. 

I called Cowboy Pizza Co. in Salinas, and asked if the token described above 
is actually used for a ride. "The gold tokens are only used in video machines," I 
was told. "The silver ones are for rides." Silver ones? I learned they are sold 
at 2 for $5 and are good to ride one of those bouncing bulls. I asked if I could buy 
a couple, and the man said he would mail one gratis. That was two weeks ago; still 
waiting. When it arrives I'll report more about it. 

Bill Sowell reports a friend in New Mexico sent him a 28mm green plastic token 
with silver lettering, inscribed simply BUS/TOKEN on both sides. We have no idea 
where it is from, but probably in use right now somewhere. 

Just learned of four new tokens used at Benson, MN. They are 42mm plastic, 
red, blue, yellow, and white: BENSON/ ( PEOPLE IN WINDOWS) /HEARTLAND EXPRESS 
/ 843-4293 with black lettering. These may be difficult to obtain but we are working 
on it. Also from Austin, MN: two 38mm thick plastics:

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

1 have known about the El Centro, CA, token for several years. Now, the 
owner has allowed me to make a rubbing. The die work and the inscription seem 
to indicate this one is circa early 20th century. 

The MA 115 AQ listing was mentioned on page 70 of the July 1999 Fare Box. 
We knew of its existence per a Boston cab driver back then. Coffee & Ford visited 
Logan Airport that summer and struck out. They were using 115 AP. We were 
told the larger token had been used only for a short time. Several specimens have 
now turned up so now we can list. Was this one rejected for size, or non-magnetic 
content? Perhaps some day we shall find out. 
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The Caro, MI, haloween token listing was used as a senior fare for only the 
month of October, 2000. The reverse pumpkin face was added by people in the local 
authority by hand, and no two specimens are a I i ke . Due to the small quantity 
issued, and fewer than that remained, this one will not be handled by our N.I.S. 

On a hunch, Joe Radomski called the Coupty Area Transit System in Canan- 
daigua, NY, and found out that a new blue plastic token had been issued last year 
as an adult fare on fixed routes. He notes the listed wooden issues NY 110 C D 
E are still in use. Thanks to Joe the New Issues Service will distribute this one. 

I mentioned the Kingstree, SC, token several months ago. This is a very small 
operation and probably only 1,000 tokens were struck a few years ago, and the re- 
maining supply is now more limited. Hence the N.I.S. will not handle this one. Bill 
Boncek notes the fare one way is $2.50 to designated locations. 

The Lee's Auto Stage unidentified token was found in California, and the die 
work seems to indicate circa 1925 to 1940. 


***** 

I've just learned that our New Issues Service has managed to obtain just one 
roll of 50 of the Kingstree, SC, token for some of its members, courtesy of Fred 
Sader who drove quite a distance to get them (all they'd sell him). Seems the bus 
service in Kingstree first used the token in 1997, and has reordered several times 
since, from Kilmartin Industries, which is the new name for Roger Williams Mint. 

Bill Weber sold a Proctorvllle, OH 750 A token on ebay for $17, and also heard 
from a Margie Burcham, granddaugher of Paul F. Thomas after whom the boat that 
used the token was named. She wrote "The boat was retired in 1948 when the pilot, 
Paul F. Thomas retired. Ice broke the hull during the winter of 1949. Thereafter 
the boat was disassembled and sold to Ducky Corn and used as a gambling boat. 
It was then burnt when the feds moved in to cover up any evidence. The 6th Street 
Bridge in Huntington was actually built in 1927 and completed in 1928, therefore it 
was 'not' to replace the ferry as stated in your description. ...We had the pilot 

house from the "PF" in grandad's backyard growing up which was our playhouse. 

Also had the ferry 'Rosemary' which was named for PF's first grandchild, my late 
aunt Rosie and she was sold (the boat that is, not my aunt) and operated from 

Boudes Ferry (Ohio) to Maysviile, Kentucky, for several years." Fascinating what 

we learn from this hobby. 

An unidentified token I've owned for at least 25 years is Unid. #150, Denson 
Bus Line. I could never find a town named Denson. Till this week, when I typed 
it into the internet and discovered that DENSON is the old name for DENISON, 
Texas. A probability, but I'd still want to get more proof before listing. Denson 
could be the name of the owner, for instance, and not the town. 

The Caro, Ml, haloween token listed this month is fascinating. I called the 
Thumbody Express people and had a nice chat with the director. She indicated the 
orange tokens were only used for a month, and the pumpkin on the reverse is hand 
inked by the various people in the office. So the pumpkins all look different from 
each other. Some very artistic, some very primitive, depending on who inked it, 

I guess. They only made 200 of them, each is unique, and the token is now obsolete. 

Incidentally the occasion of the Caro pumpkin tokens was to promote Caro's Pump- 
kin Festival. 

Bill Weber sends along a 38mm woodnik from Hershey, PA: "Hershey / Trolley 
Works / (trolley) / Five 5 Cents // United States of America/ (buffalo) /wooden nickel" 
Also it has 3.00 on the reverse but on mine it's inked out and "void" is written on 
the obverse. Bill says "they will not sell these to collectors at any price." It has 
green lettering, and is definitely a ride token and nothing else.

THE MANITOU SPRINGS, COLORADO, TOKENS 
By Bill Garrison 

With regard to the Manitou Springs, CO 690 's (mentioned on front page, January Fare Box] I first 
contacted them in 1981. Between 1981 and September 1987 I accumulated a 19-page file on their tokens. 
Apparently for several years Miramount Historical Society and the Museum issued tokens good for a ride 
as well as what they referred to as "Collectors tokens." Four of the "Collectors tokens" became 
Presentation Pieces AR AT AV A2. They sold for $7, $6, S5, $4, respectively. 1 obtained New Issues 
Service supplies for most of the ride tokens and a limited quantity of the "Collectors tokens" for my 
own use. I've since disposed of all the Presentation Pieces. 

I am quite sure that the CO 690 A thru E were accepted as fares on the trolley. The last note in 
my file, dated 7-7-1987 read "Trolley didn't run in 1986. Cost of insurance necessitated that trolley 
operation be turned over to a local operator. He doesn't use tokens. The castle still has tokens in 
the gift shop." It is quite likely that there was a 1983 bronze "Collectors token" or Presentation Piece 
of which we were unaware. The woman with whom I dealt at Miramount never was too cooperative and became 
even more so as time passed. 

Recently David Bumerte wrote about the Decatur Onawa Bridge tokens (NE 305 A thru G) : "The authority has 
stopped using tokens as of 6 months ago and now it is cash only. All NE 305 tokens are now obsolete." 
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May 8. Inside this issue you will find some excellent articles about wooden nickel 
transportation tokens by Kenneth Smith. These are reprinted from the November 
1975 Fare Box. While some of you were members then, most of you weren't, and Ken's 
knowledge about woodniks surpassed what most of the rest of us knew about them. 
I think Ken's material helps explain a lot about the woodnik situation, and it is still 
valid. 

Last month I mentioned I had acquired a computer, and like a kid with a new 
toy i'm having lots of fun with it. i appreciate tne dozens of emails AVA members 
sent. Incidentally I put my email address wrong. It should end with ".net" and 
not with ".com" as 1 put it. So correctly it is: "snowyowM501@earthlink.net" But 
even with the incorrect ".com" your emails got here, so maybe it's not that vital? 

Last month on page 20 I mentioned calling Cowboy Pizza Co. in Salinas, CA, 
about a "bull ride" token and being told the "silver" ones were good for rides. The 
man promised to send me one. So far he has not. Still, Al Kohihardt did get one, 
and it's a beauty;

David Burnette writes re Unidentified 213, Crow's Ferry; "I asked my father 
who was born in Carmichaels (Greene County), PA. He told me that he remembered 
riding the ferry with his dad, and that it was located near Greensboro, PA, on the 
Monongahela River, some 8 to 10 miles from Carmichaels. The ferry, although not 
as big as some of the other ferries operating across the river in that area, carried 
both passengers and vehicles. To the best of my father's recollection Crow's Ferry 
was gone before World War II. He did not recall the token." 

Last month in Hal Ford's catalogue supplement notes it should have been noted 
that the reason we finally got a rubbing of CA 245 A is that the new owner of the 
token, Duane Feisel, let us make one. The previous owner would not. 

Listed as Unidentified 275 was a heart-shaped token for Lee's Auto Stage. Comes 
now enlightenment about the token from Eli Bail: "Lee's Auto Stage Line was started 
by W.D. Lee in 1912 operating from San Bernardino to Rialto. The line was extended 
3j miles to Bloomington in 1941 and it was then owned by Mrs. C.P. Hensley. It 
-.was sold again to Melvin H. Bunting in 1951 and extended to the Kaiser Steel Plant 
in Fontana in 1954. Bunting continued doing business as Lee's Auto Stage Line until 
sale to the San Bernardino Municipal Transit System in 1961. The address at the 
end was 127i N. Riverside Avenue, Rialto."

ANIMAL PICTORIAL TRANSPORTATION TOKENS 
By Louis Crawford 

To collect transportation tokens worldwide is a very challenging task. Even 
specializing in one or a few states can be somewhat daunting. Focusing on a 
particular mode of transportation does not prove any easier. Many collectors, 
especially newcomers, can become discouraged and even decide to quit the hobby. 
However there are some specialty groupings in which even a beginning collector can 
assemble a respectable accumulation without a serious outlay of cash and have fun 
while doing so. These fields will also make interesting displays for coin or hobby 
shows. I hope that this will be only the first in a series of articles on these areas 
over the next severed months, and other members are welcome to contribute about 
any particular genre in which they are specializing. 

As one can easily guess, the first of these will be about animals pictured on 
transportation tokens. Generally the animals will be a significant part of the design 
(i.e., mentioned in the token's description in the catalogue listing), so generic birds 
in the air of a city seal won't count. The collection would consist of one token 
picturing each kind of beast. 

Probably the most often featured aninal is the horse, pictured on numerous horse 
can tokens. Of course there is MN 230 C which depicts just the horse. There are 
also numerous carousel tokens picturing various types of horses. Two other 
frequently pictured animals are the buffalo (on many woodniks) and the eagle which 
is on several modern arcade-style tokens. The equine family is also represented by 
the donkey, which is humorously shown on NY 630 B,C, and on OH 230 A,B. This 
is one of the strongest challenges in completing this set. 

Not surprisingly longhorn steer are shown on several issues associated with 
the Texas Folklife Festival in San Antonio, and on the longhorn trolley (TX 340 W) . 
A bull is found on NY 355 C,D, while a cow is shown on TX 1000 M. Along with 
bulls the bear market is represented by AK 1000 H, CA 82 A, 175 A, and MI 560 
AB . Cartoon bears are shown on TX 775 A,B, as well as IL 955 A. Another farm 
animal, the pig, is on FL 93 A,B. 

Cats are represented by logos on several Lansing, MI, issues, and on NV 500 
H. A lion on NY 285 E, and a mountain lion humorously represnts the Mountain Line 
of Morgantown, WV. No dogs are directly pictured, but there is a dog counterstamped 
on NY 630 Db. 

Pictured field and forest creatures include rabbits (AZ 640 I, CO 60 E F G), 
deer (MI 560 Y), moose (fantasy WY-1), caribou (AK 100 A,B), wolverine on MI 560 
Z (in fact this Lansing series provides several entries for the menagerie) . Many 
tokens picture various types of birds. These include severed roadrunners on several 
issues from Providence, RI (wonder how many roadrunners are found in the wild 
in New England?) and on NM 420 A. Seagulls are found on the tokens used in the 
coastal cities of Orange Beach, AL (AL 605 A), Wildwood NJ (NJ 975 A), Corpus 
Christ! TX (TX 220 A). Likewise Florida tokens (FL 106 A, 880 G H I) show a 
pelican. An oriole is found on PA 425 C,D, a peacock struts its stuff on TX 810 AO, 
a parrot is on FL 630 C, a pheasant on MI 560 Y, and an owl is on MI 560 AD. One 
may also wish to include in this category the fictional jayhawk (mascot of the 
University of Kansas) found on KS 540 E. 

Moving from sky to sea, we find generic fish on NJ 115 J-N, and trout on MI 
535 F,G, and on MI 560 AC. The Clearwater FL series includes two more sea 
creatures, the dolphin (FL 106 B), and manatee (FL 106 C). The seahorse on NY 
437 A and the crab on OR 580 A complete this section. 

Miscellaneous creatures are shown on CA 320 K L (bee), IN 290 G (giraffe), 
NC 750 A (frog), PQ 620 M, 950 A-F (beaver), and IL 150 K (camel). This last 
is the other key to the collection. 

Miscellaneous zoo animals, not all readily identifiable, but including an elephant 
and zebra are shown on OH 230 B,C, and/or on NY 105 N. Lastly, while the descrip- 
tion of TX 445 0,P says "animal on peppermint stick," the picture actually is of two 
children . 
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= SOME NOTES ON WOODEN NICKEL TRANSPORTATION TOKENS = 
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Since 1969 at various times I have attended meetings ot the California Wooden 
Money Association in Southern California, This group has at its meetings many of the 
parties concerned with the wooden nickel catalogues. These members informed me about 
cities and companies that used wooden nickel transportation tokens, I wrote these 
companies and acquired some information I am now sharing with the AVA membership. 

The wooden nickel manufacturers, when filling an order, usually make an overrun 
to guarantee that they can fill the order with the correct number of unblemished un- 
damaged wooden nickels. Estimates by knowledgeable wooden nickel collectors are that 
the overrun is usually from lOf. on larga quantity orders to 202 on small quantity or- 
ders, This procedure of making overruns is not only done by wooden nickel manufactur- 
ers, but also by metal token manufacturers. Some years ago a couple of prominent 
eastern collectors were able to see some overruns at Scovill Manufacturing Company in 
Viaterbury, CT. These overruns at Scovill dated from between 1900 and 1920 and were 
still in storage. The lot consisted, of census and near-census tokens at the time, 
and patterns. Later someone was able to get these overrun tokens and they became 
comparatively common. 

Other collectors have found overruns of transportation tokens at other manufac- 
turers in Seattle, and at Meyer 4 Wenthe in Chicago, as well as other companies, 

I personally have not been lucky enough to get any transportation token overruns 
from manufacturers, but I did find some 30 years ago at one company an explanation of 
what happened to their overrun sample boxes. I had discovered the brass South St. 

Paul Transit token and visited the company to get some for collectors, and while there 
inquired about any other tokens they might have on hand. I was shown a box of obsol- 
ete unlisted South St. Paul transit tokens in red and gold fibre, which they were 
going to burn. Most of these fibre tokens had been chewed up by the fare boxes they 
used. I got less than (20 each of the fairly undamaged fibre tokens, and the rest 
were burned, I was informed that these tokens were made at Northwest Stamp Works In 
St. Paul, and I visited them and learned the following: 

The pinball machine craze hit the Twin Cities in the early I930's and, at first, 
the machines dispensed money for winnings. This was gambling, of course, and was 
quickly outlawed. To circumvent this, the pinball machine operators ordered amuse- 
ment tokens and used these in the Twin Cities for about ten years. At most establish- 
ments you could not buy the amusement tokens as they were put into the pinball mach- 
ines and dispensed whenever the player achieved a high score. The tokens could be 
used for replay; or at some bars if the friendly bartender knew you he would redeem 
them for cash. Well, it seems that when these tokens were manufactured, it was com- 
mon practice to strike the following: 120 tokens for an order of 100; 225 for a 200 
order; 530 for a 500 order, and 1040 for a 1000 order. Then the best of the 100,200, 
500, or 1000 tokens were selected to fill the order. The mutilated and off-center 
tokens were put into the MELT box, and the remainder in the sample boxes. There were 
two types of sample boxes: type I was for merchant tokens not used as amusement tok- 
ens, and type 2 was for tokens used as amusement tokens, even it they read that they 
were good for 5t in trade. When a die was set up, and before the token run, it was 
the practice to take a few tokens of that size and shape from a sample box and over- 
stamp to check the die. When these tokens were taken from the type I, merchants only, 
box and overstamped they were then thrown into the melt box. So tokens overstamped 
over merchant-non-amusement tokens are very rare for the Twin ■Cities. In my collec- 
tion of over 6000 overstamped Twin City area tokens, fewer than 20 are overstruck on 
the merchant-non-amusement type token, of whith one, incidentally, is overstruck on 
the very rare parking token of Sioux City, Iowa, None are overstruck on transporta- 
tion tokens. 

When these tokens were "faken from a type 2, amusement token, box and overstamped 
to check the die, the resultant tokens were often returned to the amusement token 
sample boxes. This is the principal reason one often sees amusement tokens with two 
or three different understarp ings, as these tokens were used several times for die 
checking. These 4- or 3- multiple stampings are not common because if a token was 
restamped several times it usually cracked and went into the melt box. 
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In late 1942 and early 1943 the token rrenufacturers in the Twin Cities had run 
out of token blanks (World War 11 shortaae) and took most of the tokens— if not all 
the tokens — from the type 2 amusement sample boxes, and used these, overstamped, to 
fill orders. If what ) was told was correct, about 20,000 tokens were overstamped 
and released, mostly to taverns in St. Paul. 

By I94C, when token bl:;rii '3 were available again, the pinball machine craze had 
run its course in the Twin Cities, and few pinball tokens were made thereafter. The 
commercial slug law of 1944, h.-. ich began the demise of most telephone tokens, also 
put a severe crimp in the use of amusement tokens dispensed bv machines. 

During the war years, when the usual brass and white metal token blanks were not 
available, zinc, steel, plastic, and fibre tokens were made at the Northwest Stamp 
Works, but they proved unsatisfactory. 

The difference between the metal token manufacturers and the wooden nickel manu- 
facturers is that the former did not advertise and sell their overruns. In the mid- 
l9S0’s the wooden nickel manufacturers started selling the overruns of original issues 
and some errors, and then later, if demand for an item was heavy, they actually made 
restrikes deliberately, for this purpose of sale to collectors. 

With respect to the wooden nickel transportation tokens made originally before 
1965, in most cases the original issue can be distinguished from the restrikes. 

The following is a list of wooden nickel reverses, and I shall refer back to this 
list when discussing these tokens in later articles. 

^everee WA: Tltia reverse ■ie a large cirale aontaining the vards WODEH NICKEL 
with an Indian head pictured facing left. The Indianhead is Zlkm 
lengthwise from tip of nose to Up of feather near L of SICXEL^ and 
also 21im high. 

Reverse WB: Like Reverse WA except Indianhead is 20mn high. 

Reverse PC: Like Reverse UA except Indianhead ie 20rm lengthwise and BOnrn high. 

Reverse W: Life Reverse WA except Iidianliead is 20mj lengthwise and 19nwn high. 

Reverse WE: This reverse is a large circle containing the words WOODEN NICKEL 

with an Indianliead pictured facing right. 

Reverse WF: This reverse is a large circle containing the words WOODEN NICKEL 

UNTIED STATES OP AMERICA with a buffalo pictured facing left. There 
is a star & dianond and another star above buffalo, and a star under 
buffalo. 

Reverse WG: Like Reverse IJF except no stars or diaronds. 

Reverse WI: This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL d JACK BARPER with an Indianhead 
pictured facing riant. 

Reverse WJ: This reverse reads' DON* T TAKE WOODEN NICKELS - FOR REAL HONEY 

TURN OVER - and in the center an Indianhead pictured facing left. 

Reverse W; This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL BEWARD OF IMITATIONS with Indianhead 

pictured facing le-^t. 

Reverse WL: This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL around a circle which contains an 
Indianhead pictured facing right. 

Reverse WM; This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL UNTIED STATES OF AMERICA with 3 
stars over buffalo pictured facing left. 

Reverse WN: Tnis reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL ' UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
with buffalo pictured facing left. 

Reverse WO: This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL with Indianhead pictured facing right. 

Reverse WP: This reverse reads SILVER NICKEL with Indianhead pictured facing left, 

and with a silver-colored background. 

Reverse WQ: This reverse reads WOODEN NICKEL UNITED STATES OF AfiERICA about a 
double circle containing an Indianhead pictured facing right. 

FrofT: information supplied me by wooden nickel collectors and clubs, the following 
general conclusions may be drawn about wooden transportation items, with respect to 
their manufacture, 

3y the mid-l960's when transportation wooden items were first restruck, the fol- 
lowing reverses were obsolete: WA WE WF Wl. Therefore probably al! transportation 
wooden nickels with these reve-'ses are from original issues. Also, reverses WJ and WK. 
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are probably oriqinal issues on transoortation items. The transportation items with 
reverses WC '/O and WG may be original issues, or they may be restrikes, and in sub- 
seauent articles will be marked whether they are original issue or manufacturer's re- 
strike, or if in doubt will not be market until further information is obtained. 
Transportation items with reverse WP ar-e all manufacturer's restrikes. The other re- 
verses which account for less than of the wooden transportation items we do not 

know about and they will require further study.

Note that there is no way to 
tell the difference between original issue tokens obtained from the user, or acquired 
from the manufacturer in the mid-l960's if they came from the same batch. I am not 
putting a price on these tokens as they are not part of my catalogues. The identity 
codes WA WB WC etc. are not Atwood codes and are used only for purposes of temporary 
identification of wooden tokens, and may or may not be in the future supplanted by 
official Atwood Catalogue numbers, depending on which items are accepted for the cat- 
a logues. 

Future wooden nickel articles will contain listings and, in some cases such as 
Dallas and Texarkana, details as to usage with credits to suppliers of this informa- 
tion.

= SHAMROCK TAXI SERVICE WOODEN NICKELS = 

By Kenneth E. Smith 

In 1970 I acquired a few Shamrock Taxi Service wooden nickels with the informa- 
tion that they were from Jamestown, NY. I wrote the company, and received a reply da- 
ted August 31, 1970, from Mrs. Myra B. Cammarata, owner of the Shamrock Yellow Cab Co. 
of 26 Fenton Place, Jamestown, NY. The letter contained the following information: 

These wooden nickels were used as a promotion stunt when Mr. & Mrs. Cammarata 
began the taxi business on October 28, 1963, and the tokens were discontinued in 1964. 
Some 1,500 were made, and Mr. Cammarata got the idea from a gas station in Warren, Pa., 
which was using wooden nickels for advertising. In May, 1969, Mrs. Canmarata had 
close to a thousand of these wooden nickels stored at her brother's house, and he had 
an attic, fire which destroyed them. Mrs. Camrarata had only 3 of them left at the 
time of her letter, and she would not part with them.

MN 70 E is for those over 60 and sells 
for $1.50 or "a donation.” Due to limited supply at the source, the New Issues Service won't handle them. 

The Benson, MN 100 A and B are adult fares, and the 100 C and D are senior fares. Until more tokens 
are ordered, the local authority cannot make a supply available to our N.I.S. The different colors have 
no significance. 

The Akron, OH, trolley token was pictured on page 84 of the August 200 Fare Box. Downtown Akron Part- 
nership (CAP) and METRO regional Transit Authority operate three green and red trolleys in two loops in 
the downtown district during weekday lunch hours from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m.. Tokens are given out free by many 
downtown merchants. Unfortunately the local authority wants $5.00 per specimen, hence I doubt the N.I.S. 
will handle this one.

Bernard Keith writes an interesting letter to us about his broblems in finding 
rare tokens: 

The neu finds acluim ahjicrjs intrigues me. 1 an <i aatlector and skip tracer by 
profession but I lack something when it aomes to obtaining a rare token. I recently 
took a day off and ran daun itiah 775 A (public librcaries, directories, etc,, etc,, 
ohcne calls! but this so-called "ccrran" token isn’t so cormon, 3y similar methods 
I located a 154 token of the Border Cities Auto Stage Line (Ontario 950 A, formerly 
listed from Laredo, Texas), but the owner of the token won't part with it, Se does 
not collect tokens and won't put a price on it, I offered him a Canadian proof set 
or other coins, keeping the 'oalue dawn around $5. Be doesn't say, but I think he 
thinks he has a gold mine. The same is true of Mich 325 A A 8. I kruM where tney 
are but the owner, a non-collector, is wealthy enough that money doesn't count. 

Vhat do you do in cases like this? Any suggestions would be appreciated! 

A fascinating account of some new finds comes to us from Gordon Ycwell, one of 
our more competent token digger-uppers:

'Wanted to get home and "do research" so didn't mind too much. On arriving home I 
hurriedly greeted my 'wife and our cat, "Prison Kate, " in that order, and got my At- 
•wood Ca'talogue, Now here is the pay-off. One token 'was Iowa 350 M, The second 'Was 
.'Mich 520 D, The third 'Was an unlisted depotel token from Ortonville, Minn, (see the 
Catalogue Supplement this issue). It just goes to show that you never know 'where 
you will find them. In the heart of an Indian Resemkation, of all places! 

The Mich 550 D referred to by Mr. Ycwe I I has since been relisted from its correct 
oihy, Michigan City, Indiana. Until now, there was only one of these tokens known. 
Owned by Raloh Freiberg. 

We round off this month's report with a nore from Alexander Faubert, who has 
’ocated a copper Portage Lake Bridge token from Houghton, Mich. Unfortunately he 
couldn't see the reverse of It, as it is mounted in a fancy frame. The cwner, who^ 
is not Mr. Faubert, says he has turned down SlOO for the token.

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A VISIT TO HOFFMAN MINT OF CARMEL, CALIFORNIA 

By John Coffee 

Transportation tokens have been manufactured by many different firms in the 
United States over the past two centuries. In the May 1994 Fare Box I ran an article 
about early transportation tokens signed by manufacturers, including information about 
quite a number of them. I have also, in the past 50 years, visited several of them. 

In the early 1950's I visited Pacific Coast Stamp Works in Seattle, and in their 
sample box found an example of Unidentified #59, Brightwood Steamer & Bus Line, 
which they let me have. We still after all these years have never learned where it 
was used, but it must be from somewhere in the Northwest. Late in the 1950's George 
Fuld and I drove to Waterbury, CT, and visited with a gentleman who was then in 
his eighties who was unofficial historian of the firm. That fascinating visit is described 
on page 723 of Volume II of our catalogue. Also in the late 1950's I visited the Boston 
office of S.M. Spencer a venerable firm which in earlier years struck its own tokens 
but by the 1950’s was farming its token business out to Meyer & V/enthe of Chicago. 
In their sample box I found an example of MA 115 F, the Dreamwold Motorcoach token 
still valued at $100. I already owned the token, having earlier that year bought it 
from Maurice Gould for $10. So I gave the second one to Hal Ford. I don't think 
more than 3 or 4 of them are known to this day. Spencer, incidentally, did the 
artwork for our A.V.A. seal, to my specifications. In 1968 I visited St. Louis and 
was determined to visit the office of A.E. Schmidt, as I had seen a brochure issued 
by them which bore a picture of an early depotel. Walking a couple miles out to their 
plant, I was informed that they had never actually made tokens, but farmed them out 
to S.G. Adams, silso of St. Louis. So I visited S.G. Adams and was delighted to see 
their ancient stamping equipment still in use. My visit to Adams is described on page 
715 in Volume II of our catalogue. Later on a visit to Cincinnati I attempted to get 

^ into the office of Osborne Coinage. Its president instead met me for coffee at a sm all 

restaurant. He was gracious, but I couldn't get into their plant. I also wanted to 
visit Wright & Company, a token manufacturer still in business in Cincinnati at the 
time. The man from Osborne said that Mr. Wright was somewhat eccentric and he 
doubted I'd be able to connect with Wright. He was correct. Never did talk to anyone 
from Wright. 

Today only a small number of firms continue to strike transportation tokens. 
Meyer & Wenthe of Chicago was for years the largest of them, but they are now out 
of business. In 1975 Duane Feisel was able to obtain all of their records for the 

A.V.A. , and this is why we have such comprehensive information on the numbers 

struck and the dates of use of thousands of the tokens in our catalogue. Another 
firm that was in business until recently was Greenduck. I visited their office in 
Chicago some years ago, and in their sample box found parking token FL 3630 A, 
Sentinel- Star , listed now at $25. I sold the token for $50 some years ago to an avid 
parking token collector. Kind of wish I hadn't, now. Greenduck later moved to 
Hernando, MS, because they got their building in Mississippi for only $1.00 a year! 
At the time of their move , they had been absorbed by Birmingham Mint of Great 
Britain, and had themselves taken over the Lincoln Mint. Greenduck, which also had 
an operation in Las Vegas, was shut down by Birmingham Mint because it was unable 
to produce gambling tokens to the new precise specifications demanded by the casinos. 

Today there are only three major producers of transportation tokens: Osborne 
Coinage of Cincinnati, whose mintmark "oc" is found on several tokens; Roger Williams 
Mint of Attleboro, MA, whose mintmark "rwm" is found on many tokens; and Hoffman 
Mint of Carmel, CA, whose mintmarks "hh" and "hm" are found on lots of tokens. 
Roger Williams (which earlier used a "pilgrim hat" mintmark) is owned by Kilmartin 
-^Industries, incidentally, and bus tokens are only a small part of their operations. 

Which brings us to the subject of our present study. Michael Hoffman, who 
is President of the Hoffman Mint, has been an A.V.A. member for the past 17 years 
so of course I wanted to meet him and visit his plant. 
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n July, 1999, while I was staying with the Fords in California I called Michael 
and asked if I might visit the Hoffman Mint. He was accommodating so we headed 
down. Carmel is one of the loveliest cities in America if you are there on a sunny day, 
which fortunately we were. We received the grand tour of the facility, and I came 
away very impressed. 

Hoffman Mint was founded by Michael Hoffman and his brother in 1980 as Hoffman 
& Hoffman, and eight years ago Michael bought out his brother and renamed the opera- 
tion Hoffman Mint. This called for changing their mintmark from "hh" to "hm”. Today 
they have 35 employees in several large, light, airy, metal buildings in the Carmel 
area. What struck me most was the very friendly, laid-back, welcoming attitude of 
the people who work there. Everyone seemed to be enjoying what he, or she, was 
doing. 

Last July, 2000, needing more background for this article, I called Michael and 
suggested another visit. He was amenable, so Hal and I once again braved the dread- 
ful morning rush hour traffic and headed to the Monterey Peninsula. This time I took 
notes. First of all, I learned that in 1999 Hoffman purchased 98% of the coining press- 
es that had been owned by Greenduck, to add to the ones Hoffman already owned. 
Michael turned Hal and me over to the two men who actually oversee operations, and 
keep a very complicated operation running smoothly. 

Sean Moffat is Senior Operations Manager, Born in Stamford, CT, Sean grew 
up in Orlando, FL. Prior to joining Hoffman in 1988 he worked in electronics and was 

an avid collector of world coins. So he brings a numismatist's eye and spirit to the 
operation, one might say. 

Tom Boyle is Plant Manager. Born in Massachusetts, Tom had 3 uncles who were 
tool and die makers in Attleboro. At age 9 Tom learned how to do it himself. After 
working for Buxton Box Co., Randall Jewelry and Speidel, he apprenticed with Engle- 
hart in 1961, and then joined Roger Williams Mint at age 28, and there struck his first 
coin. Later he worked for Tri-State in Sioux Falls, SD (which bought Medallic Art), 
for Greenduck, and for Medallic Art of Danbury, CT. Tom joined Hoffman in 1991. 

Sean and Tom showed us the entire operation: beginning with coils of brass and 

ending up as finished tokens. They have machines that do everything. Some of the 
machines are so large and menacing they made me think of a tyrannosaurus rex, or 
at least of some kind of dinosaur. Things begin with 2,500-pound coils of brass. This 
is fed into a 90-ton blanking press, which creates the actual blanks, or planchets. 
These are then fed into a rimmer machine , after which they go through a burnishing 
machine that uses stainless steel shot (like BB's), then through ground-up corn cob 
to dry the planchets. Thence to striking machines, some of which use 250 tons of 
pressure. The striking machines spit out the tokens at the rate of 275 per minute. 

After tokens are struck, they have automatic bagging machines, and for some 
tokens they have edge markers. Needless to say in such an operation with all this 
heavy equipment, safety is extremely important. Sean has invented safety doors on 
the machines that make it impossible for someone's hand to be in the wrong place at 
the wrong time. I remember on my visit to Scovill in the 1950's watching in fascination 
as a man shoved blanks into a press and slammed a monstrous hydraulic hammer down 
on them, moving so fast it was a blur. One split second of losing his rhythm, and 
goodby to a finger! This can't happen at Hoffman Mint. 

Tom Boyle, incidentally, has what must be one of the finest collections of medals 
in the United States. He showed us some of them housed in large felt-lined trays 
filled with incredibly beautiful medals. Hoffman itself strikes really fine medals, each 
year producing a lovely calendar medal. They also struck the official inaugural medal 
for the President's Inanguration in 1993. And Michael himself has quite a collection of 
of tokens. He saves out 50 of every token the mint strikes. Must take a warehouse 
to house them all. 
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Hoffman uses just two kinds of metal for nearly all of its token operations. There 
is "260 alloy" and "230 alloy." The 260 is 70% copper and 30% zinc. The 230 is 85% 
copper and 15% zinc. The 260 is the cheaper of the two, and comes out more yellowish, 
>^so we call it "brass." The 230 is more reddish, like what we call "bronze." The 230 
is used for tokens required in temperamental changers that reject straight brass. Hoff- 
man uses a nickel-plating for people who want a "silver-colored" tokens. I don't 
believe they use what we call white metal at all, at the present. 

Today Hoffman Mint must be the largest manufacturer of transportation and car 
wash tokens. Osborne and Roger Williams are their only two major competitors, but 
Hoffman seems to go after the transportation and car wash business much more eagerly 
than do Osborne or Roger Williams. More and more of our tokens are coming through 
with that hm mintmark. One thing about transportation and car wash tokens: they 
are a dynamic field. So many other collecting categories of tokens are static. Civil 
War tokens, for instance, or coal scrip, even real estate tokens, deal with fields that 
don't grow. Game tokens and casino tokens do grow, but they are nearly aU modern. 
They lack a history, except for a tiny handful. On the other hand, transportation 
tokens cover the map: they go back as far as 1549, and they are still coming out 

at a feverish pace. You can spend hundreds of dollars for one of the rare ones, but 
you can build. a collection of a couple thousand varieties and never spend much more 
than a dollar for any one of them. I cannot conceive of a more varied or delightful 
hobby! 

Hoffman Mint, as one of the three major token manufacturers today, could be 
said to be growing with our hobby. My visits to their facility doubled the pleasure 
I always have in my annual visits to California.

WILL RILEY OF PINE BLUFF, ARKANSAS 
By John Coffee 

Back in the early 1960's the late Jim Curto discovered a previously unknown 
token from Pine Bluff, AR, inscribed "Will. Riley Drummers Pass Pine Bluff, Ark." 
We immediately assumed it was a transportation token, a depotel type token. The 
word "drummer" was often used in connection with the travelling salesmen who patron- 
ized horse-drawn depot-to-hotel hacks back before World War I. We have the Camden, 
AR, tokens for instance with similar wording. 

Still there was always a nagging doubt in my mind. Could "Drummer's Pass" 
possibly be a pass for something else than transportation? This question came to 
the fore when I obtained the token for my collection a few years back. I like to have 
a certainty that my transportation tokens are really transportation tokens. A similar 
touch of doubt was removed back in 1964 when I visited the public library in 
Portsmouth, Ohio. I owned OH 745 A which seems to be a hack token, but the ad 
for "Branchs' Koal" on the back might be a problem. So I checked city directories 
in the Portsmouth library. Sure enough. Branch did operate a horse-drawn bus line 
back around 1900. My token was vindicated. 

A similar touch of doubt about AR 720 A needed to be put to rest. Tuning up 
my new computer, I emailed the public library in Pine Bluff and asked if they had 
anything on a Will Riley as operating a livery stable. Within an hour back came an 
email from Gwen Shelton of the Pine Bluff Public Library. Sure enough, in their 
city directory for 1903 there is a listing for Will Riley whose occupation was listed 
as "livery, carriages and baggage." Seems he worked for one Sidney E. Heliums 
at an address, probably the livery stable, at 4th & Pine. So my token is verified 
as an authentic transportation. I always thought it was. Now I'm certain. 

— Apparently Mr. Riley sought other opportunities in later years, though. In 1910 
here is no listing at all for him. In 1913 he is listed as a painter. In 1917 as a 
janitor at Labor Hall. So I believe we can assume AR 720 A was a hack token used 
in the first decade of the last century. 
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FRANK KATEN'S NEW HAVEN COIN SHOP 
By John Coffee 


When I arrived in New Haven, CT, as a Yale freshman in 1947, I discovered a 
fascinating city. Most Yale students spent their time on campus and in New York. 
I explored New Haven. That was the last year of streetcars in New Haven, and they 
still used open cars to Yale football games, and a veritable flotilla of ancient trolleys, 
some made of wood, on city streets. 

But my first destination was coin shops. The most prominent was that of Frank 
and Laurese Katen. Frank was delightful, and he and Laurese quickly took an inter- 
est in my transportation token collection. He had monthly auctions, and among collec- 
tions he handled was that of Waldo C. Moore, whose collection of Ohio Civil War tokens 
included some listed transportation tokens. I remember bidding 90<? and winning both 
OH 726 A and B in uncirculated condition. All but one of the OH 166 listed tokens 

were in one lot, all uncirculated! I lost out to a high roller who took the whole lot 

for $20.00. On an occasion there was a lot of 200 miscellaneous trade tokens, only 
one of which was a transportation token. It was OH 165 E. I wanted it, and took 

the whole lot for $5.00. Removing the 165 E for myself, I sold the rest of the lot to 

someone on the floor for the $5 I had paid. So I got 165 E for free. 

One afternoon 1 showed up and Frank pulled out a bunch of transportation tokens 
and said "Wait till you see what I've got for you!" I couldn't believe my eyes. There 
were some 40 different rarities, including OH 230 A,B; OH 590 A; PA 750 F. I think 
the whole works came to at least $75.00, which I did not have. I took what I could 
afford and left trembling with joy. I was able to borrow enough to buy the rest a 
few days later, but someone had beaten me out for the OH 230 A and B which Frank 
sold for $25 for the pair (a frightfully high price then) . 


I met a lot of fascinating collectors in Frank Katen's shop. Everything was 
friendly and laid back, and it was a gathering place for some very nice people. Later 
Frank moved from New Haven and specialized in numismatic books. But I have never 
forgotten the stimulus he gave to a young man who loved streetcars and the tokens 
they used.

The Salinas, CA, listing was mentioned in the past two issues of The Fare Box, 

and is used by children to ride a mechanical bull. One ride is $3.50, two for $5.00. 

The New Issues Service will not be handling this one. 

Belmont, NY, population about 1,000, is the county seat of Allegheny County 
in the rural SW part of the state. This seems to be a subsidized county-wide 

operation. Allegheny County Transportation has made a supply of both tokens 
available to our New Issues Service. 

The Licking County Transit Board of Newark, OH, issued the two woodniks listed 
this month. OH 605 F is a regular fare, 605 G is an elderly S disabled fare. Bill 
Garrison obtained both for the N.I.S. OH 605 D and E, a different operation, are 

still in use and now cost $3 and $1.50. 

Louis Crawford recently noted from the internet that when Fort Worth, TX, 
issued TX 340 V back in 1999 they also reactivated the use of the older 16mm tokens 
with the letter "F" hanging in the center. Last year fare boxes were updated, 
the better to tally passenger fares and determine which routes were most used. The 
old issues were phased out during the year and became obsolete 12/29/00. 

Notes re the old and new car wash token catalogues : The last two pages of 

supplements to the catalogue Car Wash Tokens of North America , published in 1997, 
are included with this issue of THE FARE BOX. Several TMST Croup 40, 90, and 
100 listings were omitted since the listing cards were misfiled. A new updated edi- 
tion of the car wash token catalogue is to be published this summer of 2001, with 

700 to 800 new listings that were not in the 1997 edition. Supplements to this new 

edition will resume this Fall, as new listings continue to be reported. Many modern 

25mm tokens were not obtained at the source, so their values are guesstiments . Up- 
dated information is appreciated, plus a specimen if possible as I will probably need.

Joe Radomski reported a previously unknown token now in use in Kankakee, IL. 
Bill Garrison, after calling River Valley Mass Transit there, drove down thru heavy 
Chicago traffic. After cooling his heels for several hours he was told they were not 
inclined to supply tokens for collectors. After more discussion, they agreed to give 
Bill just a few of them. So this one will not be supplied by the New Issues Service. 
It's a 25mm brass: "River Valley / Metro / Mass Transit // Good For / 1 / One 

Ride". 

V.F. Yates reports a stranger: 20mm brass "C. £ M. / Transfer // 5" with LA 

Rub Stp Co in tiny letters at bottom of obverse. Might be a transportation token, 
but who knows? Any ideas? 

On ebay I just picked up 2 examples of a modern token from Panama City, Pana- 
ma: 20mm brass "Gran Terminal Nacional de Transporte (bus under palm tree) // 

Panama (fisg of Panama surrounded by 10 stars)" The seller said the token is 
obsolete but it certainly is a recent one. Beyond that I know nothing about it, but 
paid only $7 for two of them, which is worth it to me. Also on ebay recently, for 
$4, I picked up a green fibre square 25mm token: "Pocatello/Kraft/Employees // Share/ 
the /Ride". A few of these have shown up over the years and I think it was used on 
an employee bus during World War II in Pocatello, ID, but I'd like to know more about 
it. 
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NEVADA SLOT MACHINE TOKENS 

By Art Becker 


-June 2001- 


John Coffee’s visit to the Hoffman Mint article, in the May 200 1 Fare Box did a good job of presenting an overview of the 
Green Duck Corporation’s Las Vegas gambling token operation. There are two types of slot machine tokens. The first is used as the 
equivalent money, in SI and higher slot machines, and the second is won as prizes in slot machines, but can’t be played in the 
machines. While some states require that all slot machine play use tokens, in Nevada, actual nickels, dimes, quarters, and flify-cent 
coins are used, and winnings are paid in them. Higher denomination slot machines use tokens, while lower denomination machines 
(cents) use computer generated scrip. Scrip is becoming more widely available for many denominations, besides the penny machines. 
Scrip avoids the dreaded empty coin hopper, where you have to wait, often seemingly forever, to get the hopper filled. Dime machines 
are rarely seen, since the coins don’t have the weight to reliably work the mechanisms. 

The souvenir tokens won from special slot machines are popularly called silver strikes. The most common denomination is 
SIO, though a few $20 and $200 denominations exist, and a $40 value is being reintroduced. The $10 strikes are bimetallic, having a 
brass outer ring, and a .999 fine silver center. They are dispensed from the machines in plastic capsules. Over 1,200 varieties have 
been produced in Nevada alone, and many other states, and cruise ships, offer them. Canada’s Windsor casino had a $20 version in 
their temporary casino, but not in the permanent building. Currently there are two silver strike mints, serving Nevada. Global Minting 
(mint mark G) is in Las Vegas, and the Sunshine mint (mint mark S), is in Idaho. Global produces the majority of strikes, while 
Sunshine produces a higher quality token. Anchor Gaming, also known as Anchor Games, has the monopoly on silver strikes, and 
either makes all the special slot machines, or licenses the manufacture. 

This brings us to Green Duck Corporation (mint mark GDC). They were the predominant silver strike mint, until the summer 
of 1999, when they suddenly stopped production. John Coffee’s article tells us why; that it was a quality issue. Looking at a GDC 
strike, and an S strike, the difference is, uh, striking. Taking a Four Queens casino design as an example, the GDC strike is adequate, 
while the redesigned S version is almost breathtaking. 

Green Duck’s closing really tossed things up for grabs! Global quickly became overwhelmed with all the new business, and 
their quality control often fell far short of what it should have been. In fact, at times, it was non-existent! That’s almost amusing in tha 
GDC stopped producing because it couldn’t meet quality requirements, yet the new G strikes were frequently far worse! In many 
cases, old GDC dies were used, with a new G mint mark, as a temporary measure. Many of these strikes are now valuable, since they 
were only produced in small quantities, and many collectors ignored them, until it was too late. It took over 6 month for Global to 
finally get things under control, and start consistently producing collectible quality silver strikes. 

Originally, silver strikes were solid silver, and had a $7 denomination. They were 37 mm in diameter, and were dispensed 
without a plastic capsule, so many of the first ones are somewhat scratched up. It didn’t take too long before the protective capsules 
went into use. It also didn’t take the casinos too long to realize that the $7 strikes were all walking out the door, for a loss. There was 
simply too much silver content. So, the bi-metallic $10 denomination was developed, and are won from 250 slot machines. It’s bigger, 
at 44 mm diameter, but the outer ring is brass, while the inner silver insert measures only about 30 mm. Besides the original $7 strikes, 
there were significantly larger $28 and $40 denominations. All these are long gone. Mint marks included Nevada Coin Mart (NCM), 
Letcher Mint (LM), Continental Tokens (CT), which was a predecessor of Green Duck, and Continental Coin (CC). The only other 
current bi-metallic denomination is $20, though they are now only available in one casino. They measure 48 mm, have a silver outer 
ring silver, with gold electroplating, and a 34 mm brass insert. They are won from $1 slot machines. There is a $200 denomination, 
which is paid out as part of a top jackpot on the 250 machines, or can be swapped for 20 $ 1 0 strikes, from that casino only, of course. 

Most silver strikes are medal or medallion aligned. Flip them from left to right, and the obverse and reverse are aligned. 

There are some coin-aligned errors, which are usually considerably more valuable. The .999 fine silver designation used to appear on 
the brass ring, but the Nevada Gaming Control Board declared that the .999 mark should be on the silver insert, so that change was 
made in 1998. There is significant eBay activity, with about 500 silver strikes for sale, at any given moment. 

There are several interesting passenger transportation systems in the Las Vegas area, some of which use or have used tokens. 
These include, of course, the Clark County & private bus systems, roller coasters (at least 6, including one on top of the Stratosphere 
Tower), monorail systems (at least 2), railroads (at least 2), fixed guideway people movers (at least 4), and fixed guideway cable cars 
(at least 2). More are always in the works, including high-speed rail from Los Angeles. 

For a few years, Mr. Becker has been producing a Nevada silver strike catalog, which is available in both print and CD- 
ROM format. The CD has about 500 color photos. There is also a silver strike information page at www. artbecker. com . Mr. Becker

The Mesa, AZ, listing was mentioned on page 85 of the August, 2000, Fare 
Box. At this point I do not believe the New Issues Service will be handling it. 

Seymour Transit adopted a new concept in community transportation. Fares 
may be paid in recyclable products, i.e., 10 aluminum cans, 4 plastic milk jugs, 
or 10 plastic pop bottles. Since its beginning in October, 1998, over 60% of its 
riders pay their fares with recyclables. The brass token is for adult and youth. 
They use the honor system to determine if a child is 10 or under. The WM-plated 
token is used by the elderly or disables. Since the supply is limited the New Issues 
Service will not be handling these tokens. 
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The Metairie, LA, carousel is located in LaFrentere Park and is operated by 
the Jefferson Parish Recreation Dept, Arthur Sigur obtained a supply of these 
for our N.I.S. We appreciate help from local AVA members in obtaining tokens for 
our N.I.S. because we can't expect Bill Garrison to do all the work for us! 

As noted last month, John Coffee checked out the Bar Harbor, ME, token. 
Several phone calls later we learn this token has been obsolete since 1992. It was 
used on a shuttle bus in Bar Harbor, on which fare was $2 or 2 tokens. A supply 
has been made available for our N.I.S. members, thanks to John Coffee. 

The New Issues Service will not be handling MA 305 E, mentioned and pictured 
on page 84 of the August, 2000, Fare Box, because they have a very limited supply 
and tokens are sold only to organizations as special use tokens. They aren't sold 
to the general public. 

The Seaside Heights, NJ, listing was mentioned on page 86 of the August, 
2000, Fare Box. Since then we have learned that the carousel operates from Memor- 
ial Day thru Labor Day. To date we cannot find a contact there who will sell 
us a supply for the N.I.S.

July 19. Last call for the A.V.A. Annual Convention, to be held August 9-12 at the 
Wyndham Garden Hotel in Overland Park, Kansas. If you can come, send $75 registration 
fee immediately to Joel Reznick, Chairman, at P.O. Box 116 - Wheeling, IL 60090-0116. 
I'll be there and look forward to seeing lots of you. Joel tells me we already have a 
bigger registration than last year. 

Comes now the long summer pause. The August & September issues will not go out 
until the end of September in a combined mailing from Boston. I'll be leaving Calif- 
ornia on August 5 for the convention, and get back to Boston about August 20. 

Just today a letter arrived from Bob Greenwood reporting a new bridge token like 
RI 521 H, except the new token has date 2001. We got the 521 H for the New Issues, and 
I'm confident we’ll be able to get this one as well. 

Bob Schopp reports a previously unknown amusement ride token from Wisconsin Dells, 
a 29mm bronze inscribed "King Ludwig ' s/ Adventure Park/Good For One Ride/Wisconsin Dells/ 
(king in go-kart) / /King Ludwig 's/ Adventure Park/Ride Token/Karts or Boats Only/No Cash 
Value/No Refunds/Wisconsin Dells/rwm" On the internet I found a phone number for them, 
called it, and got a recording saying the number was disconnected. Other calls by Louis 
Crawford elicited the information that the King Ludwig operation was now defunct. There 
should be some of these still around Wisconsin Dells if someone looked hard enough. Bob 
also sent a lead or zinc example of NY 630 AY. Counterfeit? Or what? 

John Hoffmann just returned from a cruise to Alaska, and while there learned that 
the Juneau bus fare is $1.25, and that AK 400 C,D,E are being used interchangeably. 

Harold Ford and I departed Boston in my Lincoln on July 4, and as it was a holiday 
there wasn't much we could do. Spent the night at Corning, NY, and next night at Ash- 
land, Ohio. Morning of Friday the 6th we drove in to Columbus and learned you can't 
park on downtown streets till after 9 a.m. At 9 we parked and walked to the headquar- 
ters of Central Ohio Transit Authority. We had called ahead the previous night so they 
would have a pall of 1,000 tokens ready for us, which they did. We've known about this 
token for a year, but they wouldn't sell fewer than 1,000 and did not seem inclined to 
mail such a heavy package. So we paid the $170 and carried the 1,000 away to the trunk 
of the Lincoln, where it still sits. 

After Columbus we headed to Sidney, OH, home of COIN WORLD and LINN'S STAMP NEWS, 
where Joe Radomsky told us four different plastic tokens were in use. We drove out to 
the office of the bus system, and found everyone friendly and cooperative. We were able 
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to buy a packet of each of four colors of tokens, only to discover later that the red 
ones have both white printing and black printing, I think we may be able to get supplies 
for the New Issues Service later, or at -least of all but the red with black letters. 

That night we slept in Danville, Illinois, The next day at Morton, IL, we visited 
JH Automatic Car Wash and found only IL 594 D in use with a new value or $3.50. In Bur- 
lington, lA, we went down to the beautiful new Visitor Center on the Mississippi River on 
a very hot humid day, and were told that the MacArthur Bridge no longer uses tokens, so 
lA 110 J,K,L,M are obsolete. We spent the night at a brand new Super 8 Motel in Osceola, 
Iowa. Next overnight was the little town of Gothenburg, Nebraska. Then Rock Springs, 
Wyoming. Tuesday July 10 in Salt Lake City we visited Super Sonic Car Wash where we 
found UT 750 N in use at 3 for $10 with a $4 cash value. Winnemucca, NV, was our over- 
night . 

Our last day on the road was Wednesday, July 11. On a hunch we decided to stop at 
Town Hall in Vacaville, CA, and there discovered they have a new wood like CA 940 D, but 
has black printing instead of blue. They don't have enough of these for our N.I.S, We 
arrived home in Moraga that afternoon. 

Next day we drove over to Antioch, having been told by Louis Crawford that a wood 
was in use, but he had no idea what it was like or if it was listable. We were able to 
get a few, and it is listed in this month's catalogue supplement. While there we visited 
Jack's Car Wash in Antioch and I bought 4 of them for $1 in the machine. 

Last year Bill Garrison visited Gary, IN, and found IN 330 N and P the only ones in 
use, at $1.25 fare. But the "P" hasn't been listed yet, as it apparently is a 330 N but 
with a .yellowish, or brassy, sheen to it. Apparently they reordered the N and the new 
order came thru with more brass mixed into the metal. There are a few other of these 
"shade" varieties of WM tokens, and we don't think the difference is sufficient to war- 
rant a separate listing. But do note that there are 2 shadings of 330 N. Incidentally 
the people at Gary transit are not inclined to sell to collectors. 

Forrest Stevens found a couple of tokens like NY 630 BD or 998 U, but the ones For- 
rest found are I'TM and brass, with a smooth edge. Neither is attracted by a magnet. Are 
these new issues or patterns, or what? If one of our NYC members could investigate, we 
could solve this mystery.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Brentwood, CA, is a fast-growing community in which Tri Delta Transit, a large 
operation in Contra Costa County, operated 3 rubber-tired trolleys, whose names are 
on the wood token. Tokens were sent out free in a mailing to promote the service. 

About a thousand tokens from the mailing were actually used. Coffee and I visited 
the facility, and were told the Transit would not be able to sell us a quantity, but 
they did give us a few. 

Bill Sowell drove down to Calexico, a city on the Mexican border, and obtained a 
supply of the Numero Uno Shuttle tokens. The fare value is $1.75. Tokens are sold 
from a dispenser: you deposit $2 and receive a token and 25<; in change. Tokens will 
go into use August 1 , and the owner plans to issue two more sizes of tokens in the 
future, which will be available for our New Issues Service. 

Chuck Nichols discovered the Roseville woodnik when he visited the city to obtain 
the recently listed carousel token (CA 712 A) . The tokens were distributed free by Tri 
Trans, and were supposed to become invalid end of 2000 but they continued using them 
thru the end of June 2001. Bill Garrison obtained enough for our New Issues Service. 
The tokens, though free, were good for a one-dollar ride. 

It appears there was a reorder of CA 940 D, but they came thru with black letter- 
ing instead of blue, John Coffee and I discovered them when we stopped by the office 
on our way home from Boston to Moraga. The authority said they did not have enough 
to spare a quantity for our New Issues Service. 

Ed Wadhams found a Bridgeport token just like CT 35 0, but silver-colored. John 
Coffee verified that this was a newly issued token, and obtained 200 of them for our 
New Issues Service. They're used interchangeably with 35 0. 

Joe Radomski learned about the new Kankakee, IL, token, and Bill Garrison drove 
down to get a supply for N.I.S. But they declined to sell him more than a tiny hand- 
ful, so this one will not be handled by N.I.S. 

Bill Garrison obtained supplies of the two Columbus, IN, tokens, which apparently 
are used for children's summer activities. Perhaps they use a different color every 
year? So the N.I.S. will distribute these to its members. 

Louis Crawford learned of the Rock Hall, MD, woodnik on the internet last year. 
John Coffee called the company last month and learned that a second token was going 
into use for a second operation at Havre de Grace. These won't be handled by the 
N.I.S., but collectors may write "Rock Hall Trolley - 20747 Mercer Ave. - Rock Hall, 

MD 21661" and try their luck at buying them. Rock Hall is $2; Havre de Grace is $1. 
Include an extra dollar for postage. 

The Albert Lea, MN, senior tokens are $2 each, and the different colors are for 
accounting purposes only. The N.I.S. probably will not be able to handle these. 

Brown County Family Services of New Ulm, MN, was our source for the MN 590 B,C,D, 
tokens. The white token is for adults; blue for seniors; red for handicapped. We are 
not certain that N.I.S. will be able to secure a quantity of these for its members. 

Watonwan County Public Works Dept, of St. James, MN, was our source for MN 740 A, 
used on a bus service called "Take Me There." It is uncertain when.' enough of these 
will be available for N.I.S. These tiny bus operations often don't have enough extra 
tokens to sell very many to collectors. 

Sauk Centre, MN, was the birthplace of Sinclair Lewis, winner of the Nobel Prize 
in literature. Its tiny bus service was unable to supply enough tokens for our N.I.S. 
but they did sell fifty of them to Louis Crawford. 

Willmar is the county seat of Kandiyohi County, MN, and the picture on the tokens 
appears to be an Indian holding a pole of some sort. When John Coffee called K.A.T. 
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he was informed that there is no special reason for the 4 different colors of tokens. 

Again, it is problematic whether they would have enough to supply the N.I.S. with 
quantities for distribution. 

John Coffee found the Valley Hills Mall carousel token last year, and Louis Craw- 
ford found a home for it on the internet. We have been unable to find a contact person 
from whom to purchase tokens, but if we do it is possible we could get enough for the 
New Issues Service. 

Central Ohio Transit Autlj<lr» operates a rubber-tired trolley service in the down- 
town area of Columbus. It only operates from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. on weekdays, and the 
fare is 25c. Tokens are sold only in bags of 1,000 for $17.00 to large organizations 
and businesses, which generally give them away to customers or employees. John Coffee 
and I braved morning rush hour traffic to get into the COTA office in downtown Columbus 
and we bought the required thousand and lugged them across the country. So plenty of 
these will be available to collectors and the N.I.S, will distribute it to its members. 

The Sidney (Ohio) Dial-a-Ride service was established in 1980, using converted vans 
with motorized wheelchair lifts. Service is provided 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday thru Fri- 
day, and according to the Transportation Director, fares are $1.75 for general public, 
and 50c fcu^ elderly or handicapped. Red tokens are sold to the general public, good 
for $1.75 fare. Yellow tokens sold to businesses to be given to customers good for 
$1.75 fare. Blue tokens for handicapped 50c fare. Green tokens for elderly 50c fare. 

On a tip from Joe Radomski, John Coffee and I drove to Sidney and were able to obtain 
a few of each token. When we examined the red tokens, we discovered that some have 
white printing and some have black printing. We suspect the black ones are few and 
far between. People at the authority were very friendly, and it is possible that later 
we’ll be able to get quantities of some or all of these tokens, except probably the red 
ones with black printing. 

Bill Garrison discovered the new token from Klamath Falls, OR, when he wrote Basin 
Transit to get supplies of the previously listed OR 400 G and H (which were never dis- 
tributed by N.I.S.). The new blue tokens are sold in packs of 20 for $18, as are the 
400 G. These are full fare tokens. The 400 H green token is for disabled or seniors, 
sold at 20 for $9. Bill did get enough of the new 400 I for our N.I.S, 

Joe Radomski visited Chambersburg (PA) Transit Authority and found an unlisted 
plastic and 3 woodniks in use. Only one of the woods meets the listing qualifications 
spelled out on page xi of the Introduction to the Catalogue, In addition to what we 
list this month, the non-qualifying woods are one with simply "C.T.A." on both sides, 
and one with a "happy face" on reverse and "C.T.A." on obverse. Bill Garrison was able 
to obtain 196 of the PA 175 E for the N.I.S., but he could only get a very small number 
of the plastic 175 F, so these won't get N.I.S. distribution. 

Joe Studebaker's son found the Sumter, SC, woodnik tokens, issued by Santee Wateree 
Regional Transportation Authority. Apparently when they reordered, the wood tokens came 
thru with a different color or printing. 

Joe Radomski learned of the "District 3 Transit System" plastic tokens, and that 
there are 2 different sizes of inscriptions. Marion is a small town in western Virginia 
and why the authority is called "District 3" is unknown. We doubt if enough would be 
available for the New Issues Service. 

John Coffee found half a dozen of the Thomas Built Buses token last year, but we 
couldn't figure how or where they were used. Thomas is the nation's largest manufac- 
turer of school buses and in years past they manufactured streetcars. Someone at the 
plant in North Carolina "thought" the tokens might've been used in connection with an 
APTA convention in New Orleans. We now have the definitive answer. Five hundred of 
these very attractive tokens were struck to be included in letters inviting people to 
the opening of a new Thomas plant on June 23, 2000. There would be free rides in new 
buses. But the tokens were strictly souvenirs and were not necessary for the rides. So 
we list them as fantasies. The newly opened plant is at Jamestown, NC. 

Last month I mentioned that Larry Kemper had picked up a token otherwise like 
IL 195 M. John Coffee called Decatur and confirmed that the ITM token definitely was not 
used there. So we don't know where it has been used.

We are looking into the possibility of 
obtaining a supply of 840 L for the New Issues Service, but as we could not get enough 
of the 840 K, we have doubts that enough of L would be available. 


The Stewartville, MN, listings are used by a very small operation, and it is not 
likely enough would be available for our New Issues Service. According to the manage- 
ment, there is no particular reason for the two colors. 


Urbana, Ohio, is the city in Champaign County, Ohio, that uses OH 895 A. Elderly 
and handicapped use one token for a 75c fare. Adults use two tokens for a $1.50 fare. 
Tokens are sold in packs of 20 for $15.00. Aides to the elderly or disabled may ride 
free. It is not likely the New Issues Service would be able to get supplies of this one 

SPARTA is the name of the bus system in Spartanburg, SC. John Coffee called and 
asked if we could purchase quantities of their tokens for the New Issues Service, but 
was told that this would not be possible. The token with "A" on reverse is a 75c adult 
fare; the "C" token is a 50c senior fare; the "S" token is a 50c student fare; the "T" 
token is a 15c transfer token. As the tokens we've seen look well circulated, we sus- 
pect these have been in use for some time. 

The woodnik from Denton, TX, was issued by SPAN, which stands for "Service Program 
for Aging Needs." SPAN operates eight buses. Originally they used rubber-tired trolley 
but now they use regular buses. Service is from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m., Monday-Friday , and 
^3 a.m. to 3 p.m. on Saturdays. Fare is 75c regular adult or 35c for seniors. It is not 
^ikelv enough of these will be available for N.I.S. but we're still looking into it. 

The Ladysmith, WI, token is unusually attractive. The token is a $1 adult fare. 

The fare for elderly or disabled is 50c but only at certain hours. John Coffee called 
to inquire about buying 200 for the N.I.S. and was told this would be impossible. 

Merrill Go Round of Merrill, WI, is a dial-a-ride service mostly used by the elder- 
ly. Regular adult fare is $2 "door to door," We aren't certain, but we think the wood 
token would be given for the return portion of a round-trip fare. The service was in- 
stituted in 1975, and has an interesting service for seniors; the Senior Grocery Run 
on Thursdays only, which will pick you up at your door and take you to one of several 
grocery stores that sponsor the service. We doubt if enough of these would be avail- 
able for the New Issues Service, but we'll keep trying. 


We've known about the Pocket Change tokens for some time. Mr. Eshleman gave John 
Coffee a rubbing of one of them at the Lansing AVA Convention. John Dunlap, in 1998, 
sent me rubbings of both tokens. We did not know where they were used, but John re- 
ported that "Pocket Change" operated carousels at Clarksville, IN; Nashville, TN; two 
at Phoenix, AZ; and one at Wichita, KS . John Coffee called the headquarters of the 
operation in Newark, DE, and was told tokens "might" be available. John sent $2, and 
his check was cashed, but no tokens ever arrived, and subsequent calls always received 
a "not in" from the secretary who answered. As John said he also obtained the tokens 
at the Eastwood Mall in Niles, Ohio, we called several places there and finally talked 
to a girl who operated the carousel in the mall. We were told the Pocket Change no 
longer operates the carousel, and the Pocket Change tokens are no longer being used. 
However she said she had a couple of them, so we were able to get them from her. That 
^’as just good luck. Hence all Pocket Change tokens, we assume, are now obsolete. The 
Hastwood Mall does use a token, however, which is not listable (not containing woring 
that it's good for anything). The token is 29mm brass; "GARDEN 
(CAROUSEL HORSE) /rw/y (carousel horse)." We assume this one is probably us 
al places, as were the Pocket Change tokens.

THE NEW 2001 CAR WASH TOKEN CATALOGUE 

The new edition of Car Wash Tokens of North America is now ready, and those 
who have ordered copies should have them by now. The book has a green cloth 
cover, matching the cover on the Atwood-Coffee catalogue. It has 330 pages. The 
prices have been extensively revised, mostly upwards, and it lists hundreds of car 
wash tokens that were not in the previous (1997) edition. In addition, the catalogue 
numbers have been changed in the cases of a number of cities, so the older edition 
is now obsolete. 

Ue only printed 500 copies, and the cost of printing has been subsidized by 
the Life Member Fund of the A.V.A., w’hich will be reimbursed as books are sold. 
Printing is getting more and more expensive, but we have kept the price down as 
low as possible, thanks to the fact that all of the work on our catalogues is done 
on a volunteer basis with no one getting paid for his labor. 

The price of the new car wash token catalogue is $25.00 postpaid, which is 
quite reasonable for a hardbound, illustrated book of this size. But if you order 
by the end of October, you may still purchase it for the advance price of only $22.00 
postpaid. There are still half a dozen loose-leaf (pages only, punched for 3-ring 
binder) available for the same price.

The Seaside, 
OR, streetcar token inspired me to phone them and they have agreed to supply 
our N.I.S. It's listed in this month's catalogue supplement. 




Altogether 1 picked up over 60 different new issues of transportation tokens this 
summer, which made it one of my most productive vacations! 

1 left Moraga for the AVA Convention on August 6, driving alone. First night 
was Winnemucca, NV.

Buying, selling and trading was vigorous in the big bourse room, and as always 
I learned about a number of tokens I had not known about. That evening was the 
Annual Banquet, one of the best I've ever had. Buffet style, with more food than 
anyone could wish. Next day we drove in our cars down to Baldwin City, about 30 
miles southwest. It wasn't that easy to find, as it was off the beaten path in a rather 
remote area. But we all got there. The ride was about miles each way, straight 
track all the way, in vintage equipment. The line was originally built in 1867, "the 
first railroad south of the Kansas River." In addition to AVA members lots of other 
people were on the ride with us. A pleasant warm (but not hot) afternoon going 
through Kansas farmland. I loved it. The tour token this year was one of the most 
beautiful we've ever had. 

Earlier on Saturday we had the auction which, from my perspective, saw some 
incredible prices. Then on Sunday we had the business meeting, during which I an- 
nounced the winner of The Fare Box Literary Award to be Louis Crawford, for his 
delightful article on animals on transportation tokens, which appeared earlier in the 
year. Following the business meeting a complimentary brunch, and we were off until 
next year, when we shall convene at Appleton, Wisconsin. 

Ken Provencher, another former student of mine who had often accompanied me 
on my cross-country trips, had flown in from Boston, and he did most of the driving 
from Kansas City to Boston. We stopped at Clear Lake, I A; Marinette, Wl; Sudbury, 
Ontario; and Malone, NV, before arriving in Boston on August 16. 

One token I was given at the Convention is a previously unknown carousel token 
from Burnaby, BC. This red plastic 42mm token is inscribed, in white lettering on 
both sides: "Burnaby Centennial / Parker Carousel / Good / For / 1 Ride". When 
I got to Boston I checked them out on the internet and phoned them. Tokens are $1 
apiece, and apparently there is also one with a blank reverse. The carousel's history 
goes back to 1912 when the original owner was Lone Star Amusement Co. of Houston, 
TX. In 1922 it was at Alum Rock Park, San Jose, CA. In 1931 we find it in Seattle 
at Playland until 1933. From 1933 to 1936 no one knows where it was. In 1936 it was 
at Happyland, Hastings Park, Vancouver, BC. In 1957 it was in Playland Amusement 
Park in Vancouver. In 1990 it was acquired by the Burnaby Village Museum and com- 
pletely restored, and opened to the public in 1993. Carousels are fascinating, for 
most of them have venerable histories, and lots of them use tokens. 

A mysterious token I picked up this summer is a 28mm brass with the hh mint- 
mark, inscribed "Family / Funjungle" with a clownlike figure on obverse, and the word 
"Rides" about 15 times on the reverse. As I also found a similar, but smaller token 
with the word "Games" about 15 times on it, I suspect the "Rides" token is good for 
rides. But where? 

When I find an oddball token, I like to get on the phone to check it out. One 
I picked up is a 28mm brass inscribed "Spring Brook Marina, Inc. Seneca, Illinois" 
with picture of a boat and a phone number. Only "No Cash Value" on reverse. So 
I called the number. Seems the token is good to pay for draining out the septic tank 
in your boat! An unusual use, and we might say it is "transportation related," so 
I'll keep it in the collection. 

Another one I picked up this summer is a nice woodnik from Lisbon, OH. It's 
39mm with blue lettering: "424-4015 Community Action (bus superimposed over map) 
Rural Transit System // One Free Ride". It took a lot of phone calls to get a couple 
of these and 1 doubt they have enough for the N.I.S. But who knows? 
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Ai Kohihardt found a couple of colored plastic tokens this summer inscribed 
"Aiken / County Transit / BFE // Transfer". I got the phone number on the 
internet and phoned the "Best Friend Express" in Aiken, and learned that the 28mm 
tokens come in 7 different colors, presumably one for each day of the week. Fare 
is 75<:. They seemed very friendly and sold me two sets and asked if they could be 
of further assistance. 1 think we'll be able to get these for the New Issues Service. 

A1 also found some 29mm plastic tokens inscribed "Sullivan County Transportation 
S.C.T." on both sides. We learned they are used in Sullivan County, NY, and thru 
the efforts of Joe Radomski, we discovered there are 18 different tokens! Nine dif- 
ferent colors, some printed on both sides, some only on one side. They have agreed 
to sell 215 of each of the 18 tokens to our New Issues Service, but we had to lay 
out a lot of money as the fare is $1.50 apiece. 

Al found a 29mm black plastic with white letters, otherwise like NY 905 Q. 
They deny knowing anything about them at the Authority. Pattern? And he found 
a token like AZ 240 D (Flagstaff) but with "25C value" below the mountain scene. 
The Authority absolutely denies knowing anything about such a token. Pattern? 

Ed Axthelm has learned there is a new carousel token from Mansfield, OH, for 
the 10th Anniversary of the carousel with "good for one ride" on it. We can get 
these for the New Issues Service. 

Louis Crawford learned there is a ferry token used at Camp Kern Boy Scout 
Camp near Bakersfield, CA. They absolutely refused to part with any, so we have 
no idea what it looks like. There's a challenge for someone. 

In the August 2001 Catalogue Supplement we listed OH 895 A. These will not 
be sent out by the New Issues Service, but Larry Kemper has a few for sale at $2 
each postpaid. Write him at 805 Harris Ave. - Cincinnati, OH 45205-1660. 

In the August 2001 Supplement we listed a beautiful new brass token from Lady- 
smith, Wl. At the time we got two of them they said they did not have enough for 
our N.I.S. Just received is a nice letter from Ladysmith, saying that after all they 
are willing to sell us a quantity for our N.I.S. So N.I.S. members will get this 
one eventually. 

Bob Schneider found a green plastic token inscribed "Potomac / Savings / £ 
Loan // Senior / Citizens / Trans- / portation". I don't know the size. I tried 

to find them on the internet but apparently this SSL has been taken over by someone 
else. I assume it's from the Washington DC area. Can anyone help on this? 

This summer Hal Ford found a 23mm brass token:

B 23 Sd Good For/One/Carousel/Ride 

1 asked Louis Crawford if he could find an optometrist that matched that phone num- 
ber. He found Optical Illusions in Phoenix, AZ. I called them and asked for Dr. 
Campbell, only to learn he had sold the business two years ago. "Well, did Dr. 
Campbell own a carousel?" Yes he did. "Can you tell me how to get ahold of Dr. 

Campbell?" No, they had no idea where he is. Can anyone help us find an optome- 
trist named Dr. Campbell, probably in the Phoenix area? I'll bet he still has some 

of those tokens around. 

Congratulations to AVA member Jerry Remick who, at the annual convention 
of the Canadian Numismatic Association in Quebec City, received the J.D. Ferguson 
gold medal at the Banquet £ Awards Dinner. The award medal is named in honor 
of former AVA member J. Douglas Ferguson, who served as President of the American 
Numismatic Assn., and of the Canadian Numismatic Assn. 

On the internet I learned that the Victoria (B.C.) Harbour Ferry apparently 
uses tokens, but we have no idea what they look like. A friend in Victoria is iook- 
into it for us.

in the June Catalogue supplement we listed NJ 833 A, a carousel token from 
Seaside Heights. This summer I found 3 more varieties from this carousel, but was 
uncertain of their exact use. So I called the carousel, and learned that these three 
tokens are not good for rides, but are premiums used in connection with video games 
near the carousel. But they do picture a carousel horse, so they might be confused 
with actual ride tokens. This is why amusement ride tokens must contain wording 
that they are actually for rides. Here are the 3 tokens: 

CAROUSEL/ (CAROUSEL HORSE/FAMILY ENTERTAINJtENT/CENTER/hh 
B 29 Sd Carousel/5/Points/hh/Seaside Heights, NJ (WM-plated) 

B 29 Sd (same as above but not plated) 

B 29 Sd Carousel/25/Points/hh/Seaside Heights, NJ

a couple may actually be good for rides:

I'm sure the "Karousel" token is just a dog kennel token and has nothing to do with 
a carousel, but who knows?

Already listed is Rl 521 H with a picture of a 
clipper ship on it. They are now using one dated 2001 with a picture of the bridge 
on it. I cailed them, and they are willing to sell us enough to supply our New 
Issues Service. Tokens are good for $1 toll, and sell in rolls of sixty for $50. 

You may have noticed all the new issues coming out. Bill Sowell has nearly a 
dozen yet to mail out, and perhaps as many as 30 more coming in the next month. 
If you are a member of New Issues Service, be sure to keep your balance up to cover 
the cost of all these new issues. 
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YOSEF SA'AR TO LIST FOREIGN TRANSPORTATION TOKENS 

Foreign transportation tokens, by which I mean those not from the U.S.A. or 
Canada, are an enormous and fascinating field. The early omnibus tokens of 
England, the early horsecar and ferry tokens of Sweden, the early tram tokens of 
Germany, the vulcanite and celluloid tokens of Latin America and India and Pakistan, 
are full of history and are a real delight to collect. In Europe these tokens fetch 
very high prices, but over here, when they are available, you can get them very 
cheap. In any case, if there were up-to-date catalogues I think there'd be more 
interest in them. This deficiency was voiced at the AVA Convention this year, so 
I have asked A.V.A. member Yosef Sa'ar of Elat, Israel, to be a central clearing 
house for reports of new issues & discoveries of transportation tokens that are not 
listed in the Smith Catalogues. 

Yosef Sa'ar came originally from Chicago, and on more than one occasion I was 
a houseguest in his mother's beautiful home. I recall staying with him in 1966 when 
I was in Chicago for the A.N.A. Convention, and we had a gathering of the Chicago 
collectors. Joe, as his friends call him, took me all over Chicago and introduced 
me to everybody. One special memory of that ANA Convention; on the bourse floor 
I was able to purchase NJ 390 D and PA 750 Q from a dealer. The latter is still 
Census-2 I believe. They cost me only $20 apiece.

That mail address would be for clear rubbings, photos, foil impressions, etc. But 
if you are able, use his email address for verbal reports: ysaar@actcom.co. il And 
as he accumulates listings, we'll list them in The Fare Box and assign catalogue num- 
bers to them. 

In this regard, just this week Joe sent me an email: "This week I obtained 
two phone cards and three metro (subway) tokens from a friend whose acquaintance 
just returned from Azerbaijan (formerly part of the USSR). The following token 
from the Baku Metro is, I believe, unreported." The maroon plastic 25mm token 
has the numeral "30" and a picture of a subway car on obverse, and "67 M 97" on 
reverse. The "30" is for thirty years of the Baku Metro, 1967-1997. 

* * * * ★ 

I have just learned that the Garden State Parkway in New Jersey (NJ 570 A-E) 
will stop selling tokens at the end of this year. There are some 33,000,000 of them 
in circulation right now, and they sell in rolls of 30 for $10, good for a 35C toll. 
They will continue to be accepted after they go off sale, but obviously are being 
phased out. A total of 53,000,000 were struck, and 20,000,000 have already been 
taken out of service. The tokens cost 4.6<^ each to manufacture, and they will be 
melted down and sold for scrap. 

Another disappearance of tokens will be Twin Cities Metro, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul in Minnesota. Their news release puts it this way: "Due to high handling costs 
and low customer demand, metal fare tokens are no longer being sold. Fare boxes 
will continue to accept tokens." Adult fares increased from $1 to $1.25 on July 1. 
Fares for senior and youth remained the same. 

Sid White found a 20mm brass token with "METRO" on both sides, interesting 
in that "metro" forms a cross, with the "T" the center of the cross. So the word 
is both vertical and horizontal. I suspect this is a fare token in use somewhere, 
but where? 

Frequently I get reports of wood tokens, but please note the comments in the 
catalogue introduction on page xi: "Wood tokens must have been obtained from the 

facility on which they were used, and must contain wording that they were actually 
good for ride or fare." I myself have at least 75 different wood TT's which came 
from manufacturers and not the place that used them, so we can't list them. 
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WHEN NEV; YORK INSTITUTED SUBWAY TOKENS 
By Frederick A. Kramer 

There would be a fare increase of some kind and it would be done promptly. 
Thus time itself became an important factor. The deadline for a decision on the 
amount of the fare increase was July 15 [1953] and the statutory deadline for putting 
the increase into operation was July 30. No matter what the new fare was to be, 
all coin-operated turnstiles on the system would need to be adjusted. Conversion 
to accepting two coins — a nickel and a dime, for instance — would be more complicated 
mechanically and would take far longer than an adjustment to accept a single token. 
Time constraints alone thus dictated that this fare change was going to involve the 
introduction of tokens to New York City's subway riders. 

Since the rate of fare had not been officially decided upon, tokens offered the 
unique advantage of permitting rates that were fractional to the nation's coinage. 
This did nothing to simplify the decision on what the new fare would be. It became 
practical to offer two rides for a quarter or three for 40 <t instead of having to step 
directly to a straight 150 fare. 

Where better to obtain tokens than to have them struck by the United States 
Mint. Transportation companies everywhere had always obtained their tokens from 
the token manufacturing industry. But this time the customer was none other than 
the imperial city of New York itself. General Casey sent Bingham to Philadelphia 
on June 1 to investigate this important possibility. The mint resolved the matter 
quickly. An aide at the mint said that although it had the facilities to fulfill an 
immediate contract for 20 million tokens, the mint could do so only if Washington ap- 
proved. In effect this was a refusal with an added statement that the contract 
should be let to private manufacturers. 

This was not regarded as a suitable answer. Governor Dewey appealed to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's Treasury Secretary Humphrey for consent to have the mint do 
the job. Humphrey made the matter clearer on June 6. Not only would doing this 
work contravene policy, it was of doubtful legality. 

The implied notion that tokens good on New York City subways were the 
equal of real money itself did not die easily. An unsolicited offer to strike the 
tokens was received from the West German government. The offer was rejected out 
of hand on the ground that these tokens amounted to coins and therefore only 
American sources should be considered. 

There was no further time to waste. On June 8 the city sat down with three 
of the leading token manufacturers to determine what could be supplied in time. With 
all three suppliers working on an order divided among them, a total of only 16i of 
the desired 20 million tokens could be produced. Even at that, meeting the deadline 
required an expedient. Some tokens would be a solid design which omitted the manu- 
facturing step of stencil-cutting the letter "Y" into the middle of the token. 

The three manufacturers were Meyer S V/enthe of Chicago, Scovill Manufacturing 
of Viiaterbury and Osborne Coinage of Cincinnati. They proceeded on verbal 
authority. Eighteen other suppliers indicated their intention to submit bids which 
wouldn't be opened for another week. The Authority acted at top speed and ordered 
another 21^ million ten days later. The ultimate objective was to obtain 50 million 
tokens. 

On July 13 [1953] a new fare of 154 on all municipal subway, el, bus, and street 
car lines was announced. It would become effective at 12:01 a.m. on Saturday, July 
25. The new tokens were offered for sale starting on the 22nd and the Authority 
placed 561 temporary additional workers to sell them. Despite urgings to buy the 
new tokens, the public was apathetic. Only 400,000 were sold on the first day, per- 
haps because the quota was two per sale. 
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When the new fare went into effect, only half of the turnstiles had been conver- 
ted. Perhaps it was just as weU. The Authority immediately found that further 
modifications were needed to prevent the turnstiles from accepting children's metal 
play coins and German pfennigs. The children's half of the problem was solved in 
less that two days: F.V/. Wool worth withdrew them from sale. 

By the end of the first week, token rationing was ended. Revenue was up 
$1,000,000 over the comparable week in 1952, but ridership was down a little over 
10%. When the vacation period ended, the workaday ridership loss climbed to 15%, 
However, revenue increased 30% and that was what mattered. 

[Editor's note; The above is taken from Unifying the Subways : New York City's Rapid Transit System From 

Unification to the Transit Authority by former A.V.A. member Fred Kramer. It is copied here with 

permission and interested members may purchase this fascinating book from Railroad Avenue Enterprises - 
Box 114 Flanders, NJ 07836. Price $17.95. Incidentally I recall back in 1953, after NYC Instituted the 
use of these lemm tokens (NY 630 AN and AO), they discovered to their chagrin that 16mm was the same size 
as dozens of other tokens from other cities that cost less than 15<£. They began getting thousands of 

out-of-towners. I received a frantic call from the Transit Authority for a copy of our Atwood's Check List 

which I had just finished printing (mimeographing'-I did it all myself) at the time. They wanted to see 
where all these strangers were from. I could have told them not to use 16mm, but what do I know?]

In the past, there has been some confusion due to the similarities 
in catalog numbers for car wash tokens and transportation tokens. 

• The new combined membership roster/communications roster should be printed within 
the next few months. 

• The AVA Display Board was set up at two shows last year and one so far this year. The 
board will soon be set up at another coin show in El Paso, Texas. Discussions ensued as to 
how to affix copies of the catalogs to the board. 

• Keith Haney will continue to produce 10-year membership medals. We will investigate 
producing medals for 25 and 50 year medals; hopefully stock dies will be available. 

• We will need to take steps to ensure preservation of AVA files (historical notes, etc.). 
These are presently in possession of Harold Ford. The possibility of putting this information 
on microfiche or storing electronically needs investigation. 

• Through an oversight, there was no call for nominations for officers for the new terms. 
Options were to amend Ae by-laws to allow for three or four year terms or to ask the members 
in attendance at the regular business meeting to affirm the present officers for an additional 
term. 

• The organization added four new life members and fifty-three new members during the 
past year. Only four members died during the year. However, net membership declined by 
approximately thirty.

A1 Kohihardt recently reported four different colors of plastic tokens inscribed 
ALBURY'S / FERRY / SERVICE // SAME DAY / ROUND TRIP. We had no idea of 
their origin but I found them on the internet, and the ferry operates out of Abaco, 
Bahamas, on Man-o-War Cay. I called on the phone, and learned that there are not 
four, but seven different colors of tokens. It is a family-owned business and they 
have nine boats, 34, 39, 45, and 51 -foot. In addition to charter service they oper- 
ate several fixed routes which charge a one-way fare of $8 adult, $4 child. Round 
trip {hence the tokens) is $12 adult, $6 child. 

The tokens come in seven different colors: red, orange, pink, brown, green, 
blue, black. Aside from the different colors the tokens are identical, with white 
lettering. Why the different colors? Perhaps for the days of the week (although 
the fixed route service doesn't operate Sundays) . 

In any event, when I phoned I asked about buying a set, fearing they'd want 
full fare value (which presumably would have been $42.00). But they agreed to 
send me the seven for $20 including postage. 

Incidentally the man with whom I spoke mentioned that there had been other 
ferries, now defunct, that operated in the area and also used tokens. He said he'd 
send me some "if I can find them." Apparently he couldn't find any, because only 
the seven Albury tokens were in the envelope. But a nice set, in any case.

Medallions of Claremont, CA. 

The new Caro, Ml 135 F listing seems to be a reorder of 135 D, but in a new 
color. We assume the value to be the same as the earlier listing. This one will not 
be handled by the N.l.S. 

We listed MN 67 A in July, 2000. Bill Garrison contacted the local Authority 
and learned the supply of that issue was short, but they were going to reorder.

A 28mm octagonal brass 
with 2mm hole at 9 o'clock (2mm from edge) inscribed "Scovells / Transfer / Lewiston, 
Mont. // Good For / 1 / Ride" He reports that the Polk Directory for 1912 and 1918 
lists a "Scovells Bus, Cab £ Transfer Line, Frank B. Scovel, Manager, at 516 Broad- 
way" in Lewistown. It isn't listed in 1908 or 1924. 

One of my students works as a driver on a rubber-tired tourist "trolley" here 
in Boston, and they give out tokens. They aren't good for rides. Only souvenirs 
they give to people who can answer questions on Boston history as he drives them 
around. It's a beauty of a token:

Jim Deisinger reports from Las Vegas that NV 500 1, listed by us at $5, now 
^ costs $10 at the facility that uses it, so raise the price in the catalogue. He also 
reports that NV 500 H sells at 40 for $20 so the price in the book is correct. You 
need two of them to ride, or you pay $1.25 cash. 


At the NATCA show auction recently, lA 180 B fetched $256,11. CA 650 A 
brought $30.27.

On page 82 last month 1 mentioned a carousel token from Burnaby, BC, that 
i was given at the convention. Since then I wrote them and was sent another, dif- 
ferent one. The new one is a trifle smaller, 38mm instead of 42mm, has a tiny notch 
into the edge (they all do), and has an inscription only on one side; "Burnaby Cen- 
tennial / Parker Carousel / Good / For / One Ride" (notice "one" instead of "1". 
The new also is thinner than the first one. I was sent the new token by Michael 
DesMazes, the carousel operator, who wrote a nice letter explaining things: 

"The original tokens (1992 vintage) were thick and printed on both sides. Lana [gift shop manager] 
seems to recall that there were 5,000 stamped out. When I arrived in 1996 we were still using 
the original tokens. However our stock was far below half the original count. A number of reasons 

for the low count: (1) Some time between 1992-96 one of the management types put a box of tokens 

in a safe place and no one has seen it since. (2) Many people keep them as collectors. (3) Others 
have bean lost through varous means. On one occasion I had to wash several sticky tokens and the 
printing washed clean off. 

In the 1997-8 season Lana found a box of the new (one-sided) tokens. No one knows how or when 
they arrived, and as we were desperately short Lana added them to the existing stock. The addition 
of the smaller tokens caused us some grief as with the original tokens we operators knew that X 
number of tokens in hand equalled a full ride. Not so with two sizes! By 1999 the ratio of old-new 
tokens was about 3 to 1 in favour of the new. Therefore our lead hand (at the insistence of other 
operators) decided to purge the original tokens from the system. I would go so far as to say that 
the original tokens are in the category of RARE, not yet. At least once a week we receive from 

one Co four from our many regular "carousel junkies." Additionally the children and grandchildren 

of the "Friends of the Carousel" seem to have an endless supply of the original tokens in their 
possession. " 

Also from British Columbia, just before I ceased being able to roam the internet, 

I learned about tokens In use on the Victoria Harbour Ferry. We had one listed 

already (BC 850 H) . Hal Ford asked his friend up there, Ron Greene, to see if 

anything different was in use. Sure enough, there is. The new token is the same 
as 850 H, but anodized green. I assume one of them is for adults, one for kids. 

While I was in California this summer we learned of a new toll token being used 
on the Claiborne Pell Bridge. The new token is like Rl 521 H except that the new 

one has date 2001 (instead of 2000) and has a picture of the bridge (instead of a 
clipper ship). These are beautiful tokens. I have since secured a supply of them, 
so ail members of the New Issues Service will receive one. 

Inside this issue there is an excellent article by Karl E. Gabsch about three 

new plastic tokens being used by Loudon Transit in Northern Virginia. Karl obtained 
enough of the black and the red token for our New Issues Service, but he got only 
eleven of the white one. These tokens are described thus: 

LOUDON / ( BUS ) /TRANS IT 

Pr 43 Sd Valid for one/Bus/Ride/50c Fare/No Cash Value [white lettering] 

Pe 43 Sd Valid for/One Bus/Ride/No Cash/Value [white lettering] 

Pw 43 Sd Valid for/One Bus/Xransfer/No Cash/Value [black lettering] 

Al Kohihardt found several plastic tokens inscribed SULLIVAN COUNTY TRANS- 
PORTATION on them. I asked Joe Radomski, our resident expert on New York State 
tokens, to see if he could check it out. He did, and discovered that there are 18 
different tokens, and they have just now been put into use. All the tokens are 29mm 
inscribed SULLIVAN COUNTY TRANSPORTATION / S.C.T. / (SPOKED WHEEL). But 
Seven white ones come with a big letter on reverse: A, B, C, D, E, F, C, or H. Others 
come in a rainbow of colors: pink, red, green, yellow, orange, black, blue. More 
details on the usages of the various tokens will appear later. The good news is that 
Joe was able to purchase enough of each of the 18 different tokens for our N.I.S. 
members, so if you are a member of the New Issues Service, you'll be getting all 
18 of these. As I understand it there are each good for $1.50 fare.

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Loudoun County Transportation Association, Inc.

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As some of you may know I live in Southern Maryland, about thirty-five miles southeast of 
Washington, D.C. and work in Ashburn, Virginia which is about six miles north of Dulles Airport Virginia. 
My one way commute is fifty-two miles. I have been making this trek for over two years now and this 
summer I started to pay attention to the vehicles around me and guess what I noticed. Yes, several different 
local transit authorities, fifteen-twenty passenger buses. So being an avid token collector I jotted down 
their names and phone numbers and began a campaign to locate their headquarters and determine if they 
each issued tokens. 

As it turned out each of the bus lines are owned by the Loudoun County Transportation 
Association, Inc. which is headquartered in Leesburg, Virginia. They began operation in 1990 as Loudoun 
Transit with four buses. Today they own four different bus companies with forty-four buses and will be 
adding four new buses before 2001 is over. The Loudoun County Transportation Association, Inc. today 
services the needs of the public in seven counties located in central through northwestern Virginia. 

The system is not promoted as an alternative to the individual commuter, but rather acts as a broad 
based niche provider meeting a wide variety of needs for the transportation public. In an effort to meet the 
needs of the senior population, the economically disadvantaged, and the physically handicapped, LCTA 
offers an array of specialized transportation service to destinations such as shopping, health care and other 
basic needs. As a subsidized public transit system, fares are kept low to permit access by the entire 
community. 

The region, which LCTA services, includes fixed routes within the cities of Culpepper, Leesburg, 
Orange, Warrenton and Winchester. Additionally LTC A provides rural transportation throu^out and 
across the following counties in Virginia: Clarke, Culpepper, Frederick, Loudoun, Madison and Orange. 
They also provide regularly scheduled transportation service to Dulles Airport, the Maryland MARC 
station in Brunswick, Maryland and the Washington METRO station in Vienna, Virginia. 

The names of the individual bus lines are Loudoun Transit, TOOT (Town of Orange Transit), 
Circuit Rider and Virginia Regional Transit 

To date Loudoun Transit in Leesburg, Virginia is the only bus line, which has issued tokens. All 
of the tokens are forty-three millimeters in diameter and made of plastic. They come in three colors: white, 
black and red. The tokens are honored / accepted as fare payment on all lines owned by LCTA. 

The white token was issued in 1998 and was good for a bus transfer. The rider would pay the fare 
ranging from fifty cents to a dollar and would request a transfer token good for $1.00 off the next ride. A 
green paper ticket replaced this token in 2000. 

The second token was issued in 2000 and is black in color. This token was issued with the 
intended value of fifty cents. However the wording on the token says “Valid for One Bus Ride” with fares 
throughout the region ranging from fifty cents to five dollars and the public requesting that LCTA honor 
the token on the five dollar fare rides its usage stopped quite abruptly. There are still black tokens in 
circulation and they will be honored when presented; however Loudoun Transit no longer issues them. 

The red token was issued in 2001 to replace the black token and it clearly states “Valid for one 
Bus Ride 50 / Fare” 

I was able to obtain a large enough quantity of both the black and red tokens for NIS distribution 
to the membership. LTCA only had nine copies of the white token. I was fortunate enough to get all of 
these. NIS will not be handling them. LTCA indicated that there were no other white tokens on hand. The 
only way white tokens would become available would be if they were submitted by a patron for payment of 
a fare. None had been redeemed during the third quarter of 2001 .

Bob Phipps reports a couple of interesting old tokens. The first is 19mm aluminum 
Plevna / Livery / Barn / Plevna, KS. // Good For 5c in Trade. The value seems to 

be too low to qualify as a depotel token. Livery barns did offer other services. The 

second token is a 21mm square aluminum: Hambleton Terminal / Corp/ / 290 / Mt.'^ 
Hope / Ave. / Rochester, N.Y. // No Cash Value /WAG Gibbon Co. Buffalo. It 
is transportation related! 

Nathaniel Dunn picked up a nice one. It is 25mm brass: "Vinton / Transfer 
/ Easton, La. // Good For / One / Fare" and Shane Cornell reports an old dug token 
in pretty lame condition. It is square 25mm brass: "W.E. Johnson's Bus / Round 
Trip / Good For / 25C (all incuse except 25<I:)" and on reverse it has the name of the 

Mfg: "Excelsior / 312 Olive St / St Louis" (all in raised letters). My guess is that 

Is from Neodesha, KS. Compare the listings of KS 680 J,K. And Shane reports a 
nice taxi token: 25mm brass "A-DIME CAB CO. / PHONE / 181 / SAND SPRINGS // 
Good For / 10<: / in Trade" which Is presumed to be from Sand Springs, OK. Shane 
also reports that J.L. Hargett has sold his entire collection of Oklahoma tokens, which 
was absolutely magnificent, to a non-member. 

On page 82 of the September issue I reported picking up a 28mm brass token with 
hh mintmark inscribed "Family Funjungle" with a clown on obverse, and the word "fun" 
once and "rides" about 20 times, on the reverse. I also found a 23mm token, similar, 
except it has "games" all over the back instead of "rides". I have since traced the 
tokens down to the Family Funjungle at Edison, NJ. The "ride" tokens definitely 
were used for amusement rides, but are now obsolete. The park has been sold to a 
new owner who does not use tokens. If we could trace down the former owner we 
might be able to get a quantity for the New Issues Service. 

Just this month I acquired an interesting little token, which at first glance might 
be confused with a regular fare token: 

TRANSIT GLORIA/MUKDI/ (FRONT OF STREETCAR) 

B 16 Sd 800-428-7003/www.transitglorianiundi.coni/0ne/Token 

I acquired the above token when a member sent me an e-mail, and said that if I sent 
an e-mail to www .transitqloriamundl .com they would send me one of these tokens. 

I did, and they did. It is a cute token, almost a fantasy. Transit Gloria Mundi is 

a firm that sells videos of streetcar. They have a bunch of them for sale, and each 

time you buy a video you get a token (or 2, or 3, depending on the price of the 
video). And then when you have enough tokens you can turn them in for a free video, 
which go for anywhere from 10 to 22 tokens each. So if you want a token, you might 
do what I did. 

Last month I mentioned a new green-anodized ferry token from Victoria, BC. Ron 
Greene has since arranged to make them available to our members, but if you want 
one you need to follow the procedure outlined in Ron's note below: 

"I visited Paul and Elinor Miller today and picked up a few new children's tokens, 
which were introduced this year. They are the same as the other piece but the 

aluminum is anodized a green color. Elinor said that when I wrote up the Ferry last 

time she got a bunch of orders and they were a nuisance. Perhaps if you want to 
mention them in The Fare Box, you might suggest that people write me, and that 1 
will assemble a bunch of orders, go out, pick up enough tokens, and then mail them. 
Elinor is happy with that. I would do it for any orders received within 45 days of 
publication. The tokens cost me $3 for adults, $1.50 for children, then about $1 for 
postage, plus costs of depositing the cheque (the banks here charge for everything.) 
What's fair? Say $6.00 per set."

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= THOSE "LIGHT BRONZE” TOKENS FROM FARGO AND SIOUX CITY = 

By Kenneth E. Smith 

Just after World War II, in late 1945, a returning veteran showed up at the 
Northwest Coin Club in Minneapolis for a meeting, and among the stuff he had 
with him was some very interesting material. He was from New York State and 
lived in the vicinity of the Moriah Plank Road , and had a brown and a black 
vulcanite of that road, and also a large copper unlisted token from the same 
plank road. He also had some other rarities such as the Kingston & Rondout 
tokens from upper New York State. 

In addition he had an amazing number of Johnson Fare Box company samples, 
which he had acquired from the estate of an elderly gentleman he knew, who 
had represented Johnson Fare Box Co, between 1915 and about 1935. He had 
two cards, identical, which consisted of AL 998 A,B, and C, the three patterns 
from Mobile. 

He also had some cards showing the first 23mm and 16mm tokens. What hap- 
pened, I gather, was that the first orders for the new registering fare boxes 
that could handle both 16mm and 23rom tokens were from Fargo, ND, and Sioux 
City, lA, almost simultaneously. It seems that Johnson Fare Box Co. worried 
about the possibility of counterfeiting the new 23mm nickel tokens (i.e., Ithe 
WM tokens), so they sent some special tokens to be tested. Both Sioux City 
and Fargo apparently received about 2,000 each of special WM tokens with im- 
bedded flecks of material which gave the tokens the appearance of very light 
bronze. These special "light bronze" tokens were to be used alongside the 
regular WM tokens, to test them for wear, and also apparently to see if anyone 
might be able to counterfeit the material. 

These special "light bronze" tokens cost considerably more than regular WM 
tokens to produce, and as no counterfeits showed up, and the regular 23mm 
WM tokens proved satisfactory, the "light bronze" tokens were dropped. 

The man said he was not certain if he had been told by the old salesman 
if a third or fourth city had also received such "light bronze" experimental 
tokens as well. This veteran had several of these 23mm and 16mm salesman 
cards. As I recall, they consisted of a 17mm WM token, a 17mm copper token, 
and a 23mm Sioux City token and a 23mm Fargo token. The tokens all had small 
holes drilled at the top. Most of the 23mm tokens on these cards were WM 
tokens, but a few were these special "light bronze" experimental tokens. Some 
of the 17mm were from Fargo and Sioux City, as I remember, but there were 
others . 

I was to see him at the next Northwest Club meeting, but he apparently left 
town and I have never seen him again.

= THOUSANDS OF TN 600 E UNEARTHED IN MEMPHIS = 

An article from the Memphis Commercial Appeal for October 12, 1986, sent 
to us by Harold Frey, Jr., reports that a local contractor, excavating beneath 
the site of an old carbarn, discovered literally thousands of TN 600 E, tokens. 

According to the article, the token was only used in 1920 when the rate was 
10 for 65<:. In 1921 it went to 7< and 600 F 6 G came into use, making the 
600 E forever obsolete. 

Someone must have read our catalogue because the news story says the 
tokens are worth $2 to $3 to collectors. But no more. Change the price In 
your catalogue to 35^. Too many tokens are now chasing too few collectors, 
in this case.

NOTES BY HAROLD V. FORD 

Richard Magnuson reports that Montana Polk Directories for 1912 and 1918 
contain listings for Shovel's Bus, Cab S Transfer Line, Frank B. Shovel, Mgr., 
516 Broadway, Lewistown, MT. There were no listings for 1908 or 1924. Hence 
we have a good time span as to when this old token was in use. 

Sullivan County Transportation of Monticello, NY, recently ordered 18 dif- 
ferent plastic tokens. This operation serves nine communities in the county. Some 
tokens are used by social service agencies. Some will be designated for some 
use in the future. Joe Radomski obtained all 18 for the New Issues Service, and 
they will be mailed out in 3 separate mailings. Note we have assigned a new color 
letter: "n" is for the color "lime," which is light green. 

The Clean, NY, listing seems to be circa 1920's to 1930's per the phone 
number on the token. A nice old token acquired through the internet. 

Some years ago "City of Hamilton" was added as an incuse inscription to the 
reverse of many of the previously listed OH 385 D tokens, and used for a dial 
a ride fare. Larry Kemper was able to obtain 25 specimens and the City has more 
in the "treasury," but will not sell them at this time. They said they may auction 
them off in the future. So we won't assign a value at this time. 

Larry Kemper picked up the OHIO 998 O listing at the recent IKO-TAMS 
show. It is OH 230 L but with a hanging letter "I" in its center. 

Bob Greenwood reported, and John Coffee obtained for the N.I.S., the latest 
token issued by the Rhode Island Turnpike S Bridge Authority. We hear a new 
one is planned for next year.

THE SEASIDE HEIGHTS, NJ, CAROUSEL TOKENS 

In the June, 2001 , catalogue supplement we listed a carousel token from Seaside 
Heights, NJ, as NJ 833 A. The token was used on a 1910 carousel that had been 
lovingly restored by a local college professor, and I chatted with him on the phone. 

Then this past summer I found 3 more carousel tokens from Seaside Heights, 
NJ, which are described on page 84 of the September 2001 Fare Box. As these had 
values of "5 points" or "25 points" on reverse, I was curious. So I called the profes- 
sor again, and he said they had nothing to do with his carousel and were used in 
connection with video games. 

Comes now a letter from Bob Schopp, who is an avid collector of New Jersey 
amusement tokens, which adds to our knowledge of these tokens: 

"I just returned from a short trip with my family to Seaside Heights to try to 
get the 3 amusement tokens you mentioned in the September 2001 Fare Box on Page 
84. This is a different carousel /arcade from the one that issued NJ 833 A. That 
was Casino Pier. I had been down to Seaside Heights the weekend before The Fare 
Box came out. On that trip I picked up the 210 NJ 833 A tokens for the New Issues 
Service. 

"This trip I was able to win the 5 point nickel-plated tokens and the 25-point 
brass tokens easily. I could not find any of the unplated 5-polnt tokens in the 30 
or so tokens that 1 checked, and the teens working there did not know anything about 
it. In my New Jersey amusement token listing I have assigned then numbers of NJ 
840 CAA (plated 5), CAE (25), and CAN (unplated 5). Incidentally the mintmarks 
are hm and not hh. You need a magnifying glass to see the difference. It sure was 
cold down the shore this time of year, and fairly deserted." 

As it happened, I had an extra of the unplated 5-point token, which 1 was able 
to supply to Bob to complete his set. His letter concluded with this: "The Delaware 
River Joint Toll Bridge Commission, issuers of the PA 263 tokens, wants to switch 
to electronic toll collection and phase out their tokens. I believe that would end the 
cheapest transportation token currently in use in the US, 10 cents." 
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TRANSPORTATION TOKENS OF MICHIGAN'S UPPER PENINSULA 

By John Coffee 

The Upper Peninsula of Michigan has always fascinated me. It’s off the beaten 
track, and probably no more than 5% of the people in the U.S, have ever been up 
there. But I have found that it is along the best route from Boston to California, 
so each summer I drive across it. It is delightfully cool and uncrowded in the 
summer, the air is fresh and clean, and the lake views are magnificent. It has not 
really been "discovered" yet by upscale tourist traps, which makes it all the nicer 
for someone who is in no hurry and just wants to enjoy an uncluttered part of 
America. 

I count 61 different transportation tokens from the U.P. representing just about 
every type of transit: buses, electric streetcars, depotels, horsecars, and ferries. 
So let's take a vecturist's trip up there. First we'll travel eastward along the north 
shore of Lake Michigan, entering the U.P. at Menominee. Menominee, MI, and Marin- 
ette, WI, are really one city, intersected by the state line. I've stayed overnight 
at Marinette on a number of occasions, but I'll only mention the tokens listed under 
Menominee in our catalogue. And what great tokens they are! The two depotels 
issued by Gus Dittmore are explained on pages 274-5 in Volume II of our catalogue. 
I acquired the MI 630 A some years ago from Mort Dawson and that inspired me to 
see what I could learn about Mr. Dittmore, especially because of the intriguing words 
"Not Good to Ann Arbor Boats" on the token. The MI 630 D was sold at auction 
a few years back and fetched a princely sum. Then we have the two streetcar 
tokens issued in 1924 by the Menominee & Marinette Light & Traction Co. Neither 
is common, especially in that only 5,500 were struck of 630 C. I think it's 
under-priced. 

Moving northeast along Lake Michigan's shore on state route 35, we come to 
Escanaba, where I always get my car washed on my annual trips. There the Delta 
Area Transit Authority flooded up with plastic tokens about 3 5 years ago. Our 
N.I.S. distributed them all, I believe. Also from Escanaba we have MI 285 A, which 
is very rare, but a rather unprepossessing piece of plastic with nothing but "4" 
on one side and nothing on the other. It's the kind of token I can take or leave. 

At Escanaba we pick up US route 2 (which runs all the way across the country 
from Everett, WA, to Bangor, ME). Our next token-issuer is Manistique, a lovely 
little town right on the shore of Lake Michigan. In 1933 the Inland Lime & Stone 
Co. which operated its own buses from the town to its stone quarry and to its mill. 
The tokens were sold to its own employees, as explained on page 273 of Volume II 
of the Catalogue. One type of token was to the quarry, one type to the mill. The 
person who supplied the information knew nothing about the 3rd type (595 A) which 
is extremely rare. In fact they're all rare, but the 595 A is probably unique or 
close to it. I have the B and C. Need the A. Also from Manistique we have a 
couple of depotels, quite likely horse-drawn, issued by the Osswinmakee Hotel, ad- 
vertising the "No Limit" cigar on reverse. I'd love to have one of those (tokens, 
not cigars). 

If we stayed on US 2 we would come to St. Ignace, where we could access the 
Lower Peninsula by traversing the magnificent Mackinac Bridge, the third longest 
suspension bridge in the United States, 3,800 feet, completed in 1957. I drove 

across it in 1959, and again in 1992. Driving across it at sunset, you could see 

the sun going down over Lake Mighigan to your right, while Lake Huron was on your 
left. The view was incredible. 

But we want to stay in the U.P., so instead of crossing the bridge we take 
1-75 northward to Sault Ste. Marie, from which we have 4 tokens listed. The two 

zinc Soo Traction tokens were actually used on a little bus line that operated 8 

buses. The International Transit tokens were used on a ferry between the two cities 
of the same name in Michigan and Ontario, which ceased operating in 1962 when the 
bridge opened. I have driven over the highway bridge several times, and the view 
high above the St, Mary's River is awesome. 
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But now we'll head west along State Route 28, and our first token-using destina- 
tion is Marquette, whose 21,000 population makes it the Metropolis of the Upper Pen- 
insula. I spent the night there a few years back, in July. It was only 50° on a 
bright sunny day with a chill wind blowing in off Lake Superior. Marquette has 
given us all those aluminum transfer tokens. The scallopped ones were used prior 
to 1925; the octagonal between 1925 and 1935. All are rare, and they fetch very 
high prices in auctions. MI 605 D realized $105 in the AVA auction a few years ago, 
and 605 G brought $132. N brought $107.50, O brought $111, and a very worn ex- 
ample of 605 P sold at $55. Collectors obviously like these tokens. They come in 
several die varieties and I think 1 have all that exist. 

A few miles west of Marquette, still on highway 28, we come to little Ishpeming. 
In 1959 I visited the local bus company, which I recall was then called Northland 
Lines. The MI 515 A and B were very scarce because the proprietor refused to send 
tokens out, and how many collectors ever get up that way? So I bought 10 of each, 
for 10$ each (I should have bought 50 of each!), but was surprised to discover that 
most of the tokens in use were not MI 515 A and B, but IL 815 A,B,C,D, issued 
by a firm with a similar name. I don't know if there was any other connection. 

Continuing westward we'll leave 28 and take US 41 north to Baraga (pronounced 
BEAR-a-ga). I spent the night there in July, 1998. Two plastic tokens were issued 
in Baraga, but I did not visit the bus company. Stayed in a primitive little motel 
with a splendid view right across I'Anse Bay. If we stay on US 41 north of Baraga 
we come to Houghton, which I have never visited. Houghton uses 3 plastic bus 
tokens but the tokens I like are the two old vulcanite bridge tokens, whose story 
is told on page 271 of Volume II of the catalogue. Although well over 100 years old 
these bridge tokens are not rare. The MI 470 A brought only $9 in the AVA auction 
recently, and 470 B brought $16.25. 

Turning southward again, we take SR 26 until we hit SR 28 again, and this 
leads us to Ironwood on the Wisconsin border. There the Gogebic County Transit 
used an octagonal plastic, but the tokens I like are the two celluloids issued by 
Twin City Railway Co. in 1891. I assume this was a horsecar line between Ironwood, 
MI, and Hurley, WI. I have visited Ironwood a couple of times, and the two towns 
are really one city. The celluloid tokens are extremely rare, and I imagine either 
would fetch several hundred dollars if ever offered in auction. I have the yellow 
one (which is called "lemon" in the catalogue) but still need the red one. 

This leaves only one other token-using city in the Upper Peninsula: Iron Moun- 
tain. I was there in 1959, and again in 1992. The two tokens went into use on 
a bus line that served Iron Mountain, MI, and Kingsford, MI. Although they are 
55 years old, they are fairly common among collectors. In fact nearly all of those 
16mm and 23mm tokens picturing the type 2 bus are fairly common. Probably the 
only exceptions would be ME 480 D, and TX 320 F (the 320 F must be census-2 or 
thereabouts — I got mine from Ralph Freiberg's collection). 

So there you have the tokens of Michigan's Upper Peninsula, one of my favorite 
parts of the United States. The most desirable would be the super rarities: the 
Ironwood celluloids, the Menominee Dittmore depotels, and the two cigar depotels 
of Manistique and the Inland Lime & Stone with the "C" in center. But in a larger 
sense, any token I need is desirable, for no matter how rare or how common, every 
token has its story to tell and is a fascinating piece of history. 

Before ending this story, there is one mystery: we know that a copper token 
exists for the Portage Lake Bridge of Houghton. Years ago a collector told me he 
saw a frame in a restaurant up there with the vulcanite tokens, and a copper token 
that was similar to the black vulcanites. But there was no way he could get close 
to it and the restaurant proprietor was not of a mood to let him disassemble the frame 
to check the token's reverse. But some day, I am confident, someone will find the 
elusive copper Portage Lake Bridge token. 

Unfortunately I may not be driving up thru the U.P. again, because it requires 
entering Canada to get to Boston, and I understand it now takes several hours to 
get across the border, more's the pity. 
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THE BRIDGE WALK TOKENS OF THE CHESAPEAKE BAY BRIDGE 

By Karl E. Gabsch 

Each year on the first Sunday in May the Maryland Transportation Authority 
closes one of the two spans of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge. The purpose is to 
allow the general public to walk the 4.2-mile span. 

I did not complete the walk until 1997. IVhen one participates in the walk, 
he parks his car at one of several remote parking lots around Annapolis, and 
boards a school bus that takes him to the foot of the bridge. He walks to the 
other side, and then takes another school bus back to his car. The parking lots 
are color coded to assist in locating your car. While you are standing in line to 
board a bus, an employee of the Maryland Transportation Authority collects $1 
for the fare and g^ives you a wooden token to present to the bus driver on the 
return trip. Beginning in 1994 they've had a different token for each year:

They used a token for 1995 with gold printing, but I have never seen one. 

At the 2001 AVA Convention in Kansas City I overheard Joel Reznick asking 
someone if he knew anything about a woodnik with a picture of a bridge on it. 
Guess what, Joel had a copy of the 1997 Bridge Walk token. I explained to Joel 
how and when the token was used, and he suggested I do some research with the 
Maryland Transportation Authority. The above is the result of my inquiries to 
MTA and their kind response.

THE HAMBLETON TERMINAL CORPORATION TOKENS 

By Bob Spencer 

About the report on Page 108 of the November Fare Box, wherein Bob Phipps 
reported a 21mm square aluminum token described thus: 

HAMBLETON TERMINAL/CORP. /290/MT. HOPE /A VE . /ROCHESTER, NY 
A Sq Sd No Cash Value/^/A C Gibbon Co. Buffalo [21nni] 

I have one of these in my New York Miscellaneous collection. It is unusual in that 
it is a "i" token with inscription on both sides. Ninety percent of i tokens are 
inscribed on only one side, except they are mavericks. All have A.C. Gibson Buf- 
falo in small type on reverse. Ones with a large "15" were given for oil changes. 
There are over 150 different, and I have about 30. They were used to build 
loyalty when they had gas price wars in the 1930's. They were good for premiums 
at the various stations. Right now I have only one duplicate, from Lockport, NY, 
I like them because I grew up in Buffalo and my father had a few, which I got. 
Hambleton was a big oil distributing company. 

I suppose one could build a case for gas station tokens as being related as 
much to transportation as are car wash and parking tokens. There may be at least 
a few thousand of them. I’m going to stick to the Gibson mavericks!

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FIFTY YEARS AGO IN THE FARE BOX 

I had already been Editor for three years when I prepared the December 1951 
issue (Volume 5, Number 12). The issue was taken up with the report of Eroy L. 
Kimmons' election as AVA President "in a landslide." Eroy received 69 votes, Ivan 
B. Cline received 6, and Basil Brandon got 3. Also elected were Toby Frisbee as 
Vice-President; Quincy Laflin as Secretary; Tom Williamson as Treasurer; and Bill 
Black as Curator. But most of the issue was dedicated to the report of the "New 
Check List Committee." The New Check List was finally published in 1952. I typed 
it and ran it off on the AVA's new mimeograph machine in my dorm room at Harvard. 
We sold it, I recall, for $3 postpaid. 

But the most interesting parts of that issue were two articles, one by Edgar 
Levy on the little Belton, SC, token, with notes by me attached to it; and the other 
an article by Melvin Carmichael of Klamath Falls, Oregon, about an old coin auction 
catalogue from 1864. The two articles are reprinted below; 

THE BELTON, SC, TOKEN 
By Edgar Levy 

I was particularly impressed with the price realized on Lot 66 in the AVA Auction. 
[SC 110 A, which realized $3.50.] I just happened to become interested in that little 
emission of a short-lived operation in a small South Carolina city. I forget the 
exact date of its being reported in an early issue of The Fare Box, but up until Feb- 
ruary of 1950 it bore a catalog price of lOc. Then it was suddenly raised to $1. 
In a sale held in August, 1950, the token brought $2.05, and in the same of August, 
1951, somebody wanted it badly enough to bid $3.50 for it. I sort of wish now that 
I had held onto the several dupes I had. My interest in this little 16mm token led 
me to check up on the history of the operator with most amazing results. I'll not 
take time to relate them at this time, but may do so at a later date. [Ed never got 
around to doing so, unfortunately. To Ed's article I appended the following note 
at the time:] 

Editor's note: a close friend from Belton told me this bus line was started 

by an eccentric millionaire so that his mother could ride into town. The line had 
only one old war-surplus bus and operated for only a few weeks before its founder 
decided it was a worthless venture, mother or no mother. He still has bags of the 
tokens locked in his desk drawer but refuses to part with any of them for any price, 
as he doesn't need the money. Hence their scarcity. Perhaps someday he'll release 
them and then the price will come tumbling down to its original listing of a dime. 


A LETTER FROM MELVIN 0. CARMICHAEL 

Dear Mr. Coffee: Recently while looking through an old coin auction catalogue 

of May 17-21, 1864, the collection of John F. McCoy, Esq., of New York City, and sold 

by W. Elliot Woodward of Roxbury, Mass., we noticed a number of transportation tokens 
offered. Lots 2253 to 2267. They were bid in at 16o each, presumably all by the same 
person. Here is a description of the pieces offered: 

2253 Roxbury Coaches New Line, 1837, German silver, fine and rare 

2254 Maverick Coach, East Boston, 1837, German silver, rare. 

2255 J. Mitchell, People's Line, German silver, rare 

2256 New York and Harlem Railroad Co. by Bale & Smith, German silver, octagon, rare 

2257 Reed Street Ferry, 1858, brass oval, fine 

2258 Good For a Ride, Sixth and Eighth Streets Line, brass, very fine and scarce. 

2259 Steamboat F.H.F. Co., brass, oval, scarce. 

2260 Exchange Fairmount, Good For a Ride, Vine Street Line, brass, very fine and rare, oblong. 

2261 Third Avenue Railroad Yorkville, stage coach, tin 

2262 Third Avenue Railroad Yorkville, horsecar, tin 

2263 Third Avenue Railroad Harlem, stage coach, tin, fine 

2264 The same with horsecar, fine. 

2265 Fourth Avenue Line, Transfer Ticket, fine. 

2266 Seventh Avenue Line, Transfer Ticket, tin, fine. 

2267 Telegraph Line, Tyson & Co., brass, fine. 

So this proves that the above tokens were known to exist in the year 1864. "German Silver" would be WM, 
and "tin" would be pewter.
